Mentally ill 
find big gaps 
in community

A national trend to put the mentally ill back into the 
community has created a new clientele whose needs arc 
not being met. 
Some of these people retained in institutional settings 
after treatment has ended because there is no structured 
way or place to ease their re-entry into the community. 
Others are released to make their way in run-for-profit 
board and room home.s, with the option of mental health 
outpatient counseling, if they seek it. 
Some 15 board and room homes in Lincoln willingly 
accept mental health patients. Physical needs — food and 
.shelter — are met. That is all those homes are licensed to 
provide. 
Where, then, is that supportive system, the help many 
need in adjusting to independent living? 
In 1974, the Unicameral adopted LB302, the Nebraska 
Comprehensive Mental Health Law which calls for an even 
flow of services from the institution to the community. 
The law may be comprehensive, but the services are 
not. say those in the mental health field. 
There’s a need, they say, for halfway houses, places to 
bridge the gap between the highly structured institution 
and the relative independence of board and room living. 
State law implies the need for halfway houses by its 
use of the word “ comprehensive,” says Tom Hagel, deputy 
county public defender. 
Hagel is prepared to go to court to force the state’s 
hand in providing those facilities 
He is an advocate for four Lincoln Regional Center 
patients who, he claims, should be released from the in­ 
stitution and placed in a structured setting in the communi­ 
ty. 


Supervised house answer 
A supervised halfway house would meet his clients' 
needs 
Dr Klaus Hartman, regional center director, says 
there are generally 10 patients who are retained at the 
regional center because there is no place else to send Üiem. 
The lack of a halfway house “ leads occasionally to the 
improper utilization of the hospital.’’ he said. 
“ It’s very disillusioning that someone would have to 
bring a suit to have the state take care of its own people and 
enforce its own law," Hagel said. 
Jack Clevinger, director of the Department of Public 
Institutions, who is charged under L B ^ with carrying out 
the law. says the state is required only to see that tran­ 
sitional living is available, not necessarily to provide it. 
If there’s a responsibility for providing such a ser­ 
vice it lies with the mental health center and not the LRC, 
says Clevinger. 
Dr. Charles Richardson, Lancaster County Mental 
Health Center director, agrees. For the past five years 
he has developed proposals to obtain federal funding for a 
halfway house. The stickler is getting local funds for the 
matching grant, he says 
Richardson hasn't put a price tag on bis halfway house 
proposal, but figures actual operatiiMi would run 150,000 to 
$100,000 a year, depending on staff, number of patients and 
the level of reimbursement. 
While Richardson envisions a supportive setting, some 
mental health professionals feel halfway bouses should 
help ease mental health patients back into the community; 
they should provide on-site counseling and training, 
experts say. The mental health center currratly has a 
day treatment program for tiMMe who need supervised 
cai%, .said Dr. Hank Balters, staff psychologist 
Clevinger fears halfway houses could needlessly 
duplicate services some board and room homes are 
providing on an informal basts. 


Board and room providers told reporters th^ are not 
absentee landlords. They care about the individuals they 
house. Some impose restrictions they (eel benefit their 
residents, others offer help and advice in a down-home, 
motherly way. Perhaps some do more than they’re trained 
to do, certainly many take on more than they're Uc^UMid to 
do. it was found. 


State using oop-out 
The state is “ using board and rooms as a sort of c<^ 
out." I'ontends Mary Hepburn O’Shea, a board and room 
provider. The mental health community is placing subtle 
“ demands on board and room operators" to provide life 
skills training, supervision, counseling and other services 
"that should be part of the mental health center 
operation.” she explained. 
Hallway houses imply “ more support than board and 
rooms are able, or paid, to provide," she said. County 
welfare allows Ufó per month per person iw board and 
room Most operators charge 1195 and the extra |10 comn 
out of Uie resident’s pocket. 


Mrs. O Shea operates seven board and room homes in 


Lincoln and has recently opened Luicoln's only citttodlal 
foster care facility — the city’s closest answer to a halfway 
bouse. 
The apartment complex at 24fó R houses up to 60 


residents, six to an apartment, it has 24-bour care, a social 
readjustment pri^jram and supervised medicatioiL The 
county reimburses her 1240 per resutont per month. 
Mrs. O'Shea expanded b^ operatioa to custodial foster 


care because she saw a need created by "such sick people 
coming out" of the regional center. She has had to turn 
many away from her board and room bonMs because they 
could not cope in the relatively unsteucUired environnent. 
" I don’t want to take (wer thidr (the state’s) rtspon- 
sibility," she said. " I don’t watd to be kncnro m • fadlity to 
handle their transitional living for Uwm." 


“ We need other types of facilities than what tim (Mrs. 
O’Shea i is able or wants to provide." said Pat May, day 
care counselor at the mental health center.

42 die in smoky jaiihouse fire 


Columbia, Tenn. (AP) — Forty-two per 
sons, including Maury Ounty jail inmates 
and Sunday afternoon visitors, died in a 
smoky jaiihouse fire apparently set by a 
juvenile runaway being kept in a padded cell. 
Most of the inmates were asphyxiated 
before they could be released from their 
locked cells. The sheriff said it took a 
different key to open each cell door. And 
deputies said one of two sets of keys was 
momentarily dropped in the smoke and con­ 
fusion. 
"The kid shouted fire and he was on fire 
and they went in to haul him out and the cell 
just exploded." Sheriff Bill Voss said. "That 
was the only cell on fire — no fire got to the 
other inmates, just smoke.” 
"Firemen were just a block away and they 
came immediately with oxygen masks, the 
sheriff said, "but they could not get the doors 
open." 
An inmate identified as a runaway from 
Wisconsin told deputies he had set the fire. 
“ Me and another officer drug him out.” 
Chief Deputy Bob Farmer said. "He said he 
set it. He has caused a little trouble. He’d 
been stopping up the commode and being a 


little unruly, so we put him in the padded 
cell." 
Farmer identified the inmate as 16-year- 
old Andy Zimmer. The youth, badly burned, 
was taken to a Nashville hospital where of­ 
ficials said he was in critical condition. 
Voss said prisoners were permitted to 
smoke in their cells. He said he had seen in­ 
mates attempt to set the padded cell afire 
with lighters without success. Asked why it 
burned this time, he said, "We’ll find that out 
tomorrow when we go back in to inspect the 
building” 
The sheriff said none of the prisoners es­ 
caped during the blaze. Three inmates es­ 
caped from the jail last Thursday when they 
ran over a jailer as he opened the door and 
security was stronger this weekend. 
Randy Dow, assistant administrator at 
Maury County Hospital, said there were 
"several women" amoiyt the dead. However, 
it was not known whether they were inmates 
or visiting friends or relatives. 
Fire Chief Billy Thurman said the burning 
padding material gave off a toxic gas, but 
said he was not sure whether that, or the 
smoke, which he described as similar as that 


from a burning tire, caused the deaths. 
“ The fire itself was no problem, it didn’t 
take long to bring it under control," Thurman 
said. "We had a smoke condition there — that 
was where the trouble was at." 
The building was not heavily damaged by 
the flames. 
Forty persons were treated for injuries, 
said Andrew Earl of the Tennessee Bureau of 
Criminal Identification. 
Mike Smith, dispatcher for the Maury 
County Sheriff’s office, said smoke from the 
blaze spread in the 60-person capacity jail 
through air conditioning ducts. He said one 
jailer was in the 13-year-old facility when the 
fire broke out, but was unable to evacuate 
everyone. 


There were about 70 persons in the 
building, 58 of them prisoners. The rest were 
visitors, most of whom were leaving at the 
end of the day’s one-hour visiting period 
Smith said one of the prisoners was a 
juvenile, one was being held for federal 
authorities and the rest were state prisoners. 
He said each cell had to be opened in­ 
dividually, that there was no master locking 


system where all jail cells could be opened at 
the same time, 


William Walter, the Maury County Hospital 
administrator, said the names of the dead 
would not be released until Monday morning. 
All but a few of the victims’ families had 
been notified, he said 


"All the victims had got down on the floor 
as far as they could, laying down to get some 
air," said Columbia Police Chief Edward 
Holton, one of the first on the scene "All of 
the bodies were on the floor It seemed like 
most of the victims were lifeless” 
Holton said firemen had a hard time get­ 
ting into the building and had to pump water 
in through windows and doors. “ They did a 
good job. but the smoke was so intense it was 
pathetic” 


The fatal fire was the second of its kind in a 
week in North America 


Last Tuesday, 20 inmates died in a fire m 
the city hall jail at Saint John, .New' 
Brunswick. Canada. Authorities said all died 
of asphyxiation. Twenty-seven other inmates 
survived

Secrecy is charged 
in evangelistic fund 


('harlotte, N.C. (U PI) — Evangelist 
Biliy Graham and his associates have 
kept silent about a special fund worth 
almost 123 million to avoid discouraging 
contributors and a surplus of aid 
requests, the Charlotte Observer said 
Sunday. 
The newspaper, in a followup to a 
scries last fall on Graham and his Billy 
Graham Evangelistic AssociatKMi, said 
the 122.9 million in land, stocks, bonds 
and cash was accumulated by a sub­ 
sidiary group, the World Evangelism and 
Christian Education Fund of Dallas. 
The newspaper said 
fund draws 
most of its revenue from the larger 
evangelistic association, but said 
Graham told reporters be and his 
associates have never been anxious to 
discuss the ministry’s finances (primarily 
because they (eel people wiU think the 
ministry is too rich. 


Graham also said secrecy was needed

Fund assets in 1976 included 2,600 
acres of undeveloped mountain land in 
Buncombe County, NC., worth $3 6 
million, and a $19 3 millirm portfolio of 
blue-chip stocks and bonds including 
holdings in AT&T, Exxon, General Elec­ 
tric and IBM. 
Ihe paper said a Dallas lawyer, Jerry 
John (Crawford, bought the land in hit 
name four years ago. using World 
Evangelism money. He did not use 
Graham’s name or organization because 
Graham said he and his associates 
feared the price would increase if people 
knew he was tniying the land. 
Crawford transferred the land to 
World Evangelism in 1975. 
Wilson agreed that the organization 
has tried to keep the fund from receiving 
too much publicity because of ongoing 
land negotiations. But he said the 
Observer oveiplayed Graham's com­ 
ments. 
Wilson said Graham had notified a 
newspaper in Asheville about some land 
purchases made by the fund, but wanted 
to wait to announce the purchase until 
the la«l deal had been comfHeted. 
"We felt as if they knew it was Billy 
Graham, they would raise the prices," 
Wilson said. "But Mr. Graham has never 
withheld any information, and we don’t 
mind the puMkity about the fund”

Pro-life forces lost most battles but won the 
war Sunday at the Nebraska Women’s Meeting. 
Resolutions favoring the Equal Rights 
Amendment, parental rights for homosexuals and 
eeonomic assistance to low-income women for 
health care -- generally considered a pro-abortion 
stand — won approval during the marathon 8'a- 
hoiir business meeting 
But a 100 
pro-lite slate of delegates and 
alternates was elected to represent Nebraska 
women and present resolutions at the National 
Women's Conference to be held in Houston in 
Novembt'r 
Amid protest crie.s over the election ot Donna 
Polk, state chairwoman of the International 
Women’s Year coordinating committee, 
reminded .Nebraska’s delegates they are 
“ required by federal law-(to)-vote the way we 
have requested” 


The Nebraska Women s Meeting and those 
held in the other 49 states and six territories were 
required by federal law in preparation for the 
national conference 
“ They will not go to Houston to express their 
own person.ll beliefs," Ms Polk said. “ They are 
obligatisJ by law ” to represent “ at least on the 
first vote ” the wishes of the majority of the men 
and women participating in the conference. 


“ I will try," said Birthright’s Mary Alice 
Pratt, one of eight Lincoln women elected as 
delegates or alternates. “ If the law says I must” 
A petition hastily drawn up by Barbara Colins 
of Kearney protested the composition of the 
elected delegation. Circulated for 10 minutes, it 
was presenu*d to Ms. Polk with 167 signatures 
“ We do not feel It (the delegation) reflects the 
required diversity of racial, etonic, organization, 
religious and philosophical positions as required 
by Law 94-(ö” which established the meetings, 
“ said the petition. 


The elected delegation was the result of the 
“ influx of individuals recruited by one faction, 
most of whom were not actively involved in the 
workshop who but attended purely to impede the 
opportunity given by Congress to share our ideas, 
our values and ourselves in a fair and diverse 
manner” the jietition continued 
Before announcing Nebraska’s elected 
delegates, Ms. Polk noted the large number of 
men attending the conference 


“ Some men I didn’t get to see long They 
came in. immediately voted and left," she said, 
alluding to the reported busloads of persons 
flooding the registration booths and voting lines 
Sunday morning 
"Some never attended the 
meetings,” she said during a press conference. 


More than 500 of the 1796 conference par­ 
ticipants registered Sunday morning, according to 
women’s meeting workers. Unofficially, 1265 
ballots were cast for 150 delegate candidates. 
“ It happened because there are some people 
in this state, primarily men, who are terribly 
threatened by the fact that women could have any 
choice," Ms Polk said at the post-meeting press 
confei^ice. "They are Ü» same people who

of disappointed feminists She urged them to at­ 
tend the Houston meeting to monitor the 
Nebraska delegation’s actions. She also urged in­ 
dividuals to contact delegates to sound them out. 


During action on resolutions, support of the 
ER.^, which states that “ equality under the law 
shall not be denied or abridged because of sex,” 
was eliminated from a resolution on law and sex 
discrimination The vote was 394 to 374. 


Later, support ot the ERA was added to a 
credit resolution on an eight-vote margin, 357-349 
Similarly, a proposed resolution to eliminate 
discrimination against homosexuals was 
defeated, on a vote of 370 to 315. 


A floor resolution protecting the parental 
rights of homosexuals in matters of child custixly 
and visitation rights calling for more positive 
coverage and visibility of homosexuals in the 
media was approved later. 253 to 2.32. 
Defeated were resolutions opposing the 
proposed “ Hyde Amendment which prohibits the 
u.se ot federal funds tor abortion as well as en­ 
couraging the State Welfare Itepartment to make 
abortions easier for low income women to obtain 
by eliminating the requirement that the abortion 
be medically necessary. 


Approved later, however, was a resolution to 
provide funds to assist economically deprived 
women to “ control their health care " The resolu­ 
tion was generally viewed as supporting sub­ 
sidized abortions for low income women. 


Action on resolutions was often interrupted by 
parliamentary debates 
At one point, Addie 
Wyatt, keynote speaker and federal officer ap­ 
pointed to oversee the proceedings, threatened to 
“ discontinue’’ the meeting 
“ When history records what we did here 
today, I wonder what they will think of us,” she 
told the gathering “ Don’t waste this great oppor­ 
tunity we have . . . to improve all our lives.'’ 


.No action was taken on four resolutions regar­ 
ding teenage pregnancy, including that teenagers 
be provided readily accessible information on all 
methods of contraception and a prote.st of the 
sexual exploitation of women in advertising 
Adopted by the group were resolutions 
favoring sex education in the schools, and others 
covering areas of rape, domestic violence, estate 
taxes, credit and child care.

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Stately Victorian 
new housing mode 


St. Loais (D PI) — The stately Vic­ 
torian home may Join the Williamsburg, 
colonial and ranch as a staple of 
America s subdivisions 
A construction firm has included a 
two-story Victorian home among the 
more conventional houses it built in a St. 
Louis County subdivision The home was 
modeled after a 77-year-old house in the 
nearby suburb of Kirkwood. 
• We asked our real estate agents to 
select 10 houses with a Victorian flavor," 
said J. F Davies, vice president of Bur­ 
ton Duenke Construction Co 
"They ranked the houses strictly from 
an exterior standpoint, and the one they 
chose No I was our first choice also. 
"There have been 200-year-old houses 
copied on the Eastern Seaboard. But we 
felt a lOO-year-old, turn-of-the-century 
house would appeal to a broader market. 
This IS the first time a house in the 
Midwestern Victorian theme has been 
done " 
Alter the house was selected, architect 
Jack l.asky was asked to design an in­ 
terior floor plan. 
"We tried to maintain the flavor of the 
period inside, too." Lasky said. "We 
have the very small parlor as opposed to 
the typical living nwrn you find In a con­ 
temporary home As it turns out, the way 
people are living today the little parlor 
effect makes sense combined with a 
large family room ’’ 
Lasky said the Victorian style fits 
to<lay s growing trend toward renovation 
and antiques 
"That seems to be the trend, even in 
commercial architecture," Lasky said 
• They re going back and renovating old 
movie houses and things like this. 
Professional architects, just a few years 
ago, would have thought that was a 
sacrilegious thing to do " 
Duenke s wife, Virginia, decorated the 
interior of the home with 
period an­ 


tiques. The downstairs bathroom even 
contains an expensive oak-and-brass 
replica of the old pull-chain toilet. 
l^sky and Davies agreed the major 
problem in adapting the intricate 
woodwork of the Victorian style was the 
increased cost of hand labor. 
"Labor was the big thing," Lasky said. 
"The one thing we didn’t take into ac­ 
count when we started this house was 
that back then they were working for 
about a dollar a day instead of about $15 
an hour now." 
He said a simple thing such as the lat­ 
tice work surrounding the bottom of the 
front porch could take several days for a 
carpenter to match. 
While the new home uses the architec­ 
tural style of the original, Lasky said it 
was not a reproduction. 
“ It wouldn’t be impossible to 
repnxluce." he said, "But the cost would 
be prohibitive. The kind of things you see 
on the old house the workmanship, were 
sculptured by hand right on the spot. You 
didn't call up your lumberyard and say 
send me over four cornices." 
Both Davies and Lasky marveled at 
the detail put into the original Victorian 
homes 


"The home in Kirkwood has beveled 
siding," Davies said "Starting at the 
bottom, each board would be narrower 
as you work your way up the building. 
This gives it a lofted effect. It was fan­ 
tastic But to do that today might cost an 
extra $5,000. 
"Kven though we modified the original 
design, carpentry and architectural 
details make this our most expensive 
house” 
The new house, which has been sold, 
had a price tag of $150,000 Ten years 
ago, the last time the KirkwiHxi house 
chang(‘d hands, the price was listed at 
$35,500,

" ’rhere are people who have not marched 
before who say they will march today as a 
statement to the city and the country that we 
won't stop existing," she said before the 
demonstration began Sunday in Hollywood. 
In New York, police estimated that from 10,- 
000 to 45,000 supporters of homosexual rights 
marched up Fifth Avenue — a crowd that 
stretched for 28 blocks — Sunday afternoon to a 
rally in Central Park. It was the eighth annual 
march staged by a coalition of gay rights 
groups 
"The turnout is greater than expected. Anita 
Bryant has helped us," said Bishop Robert Cle­ 
ment of the Church of the Beloved Disciple. 
The church in New York is a Catholic-oriented 
church for homosexuals. 


Local organizers of the marches said they 
were not coordinated nationally by any specific 
group, but the demonstrations generally had 
the theme of “ Gay Pride Day.”

New York — The story of early man’s 
arrival in the New World, a once tidy scenario 
that changed little in 50 years from the view that 
people first came here 12,000 years ago, has 
lately become a major issue in archeology, 
sparking many new claims, questions and con­ 
troversies. 
After decades of relatively few major finds, 
the field has in the last five years been thrown 
wide open by a number of new discoveries. 
These have led experts to assert, sometimes on 
rather slim evidence, that human beings 
reached North America 40,000 years ago or 70,- 
000 years ago or, as a small band of 
archeologists on the fringes of professional 
respectability assert, 120,000 years ago. 
In any event, North America is no longer 
seen as a region penetrated relatively recently 
by aboriginal hunters wandering across the 
Bering I»and Bridge from Asia and populated 
rather uneventfully by them until Columbus 
arrived. 


Rather, this continent is now viewed as the 
scene of repeated waves of migration that may 
have brought radically different cultures into 
confrontation as newcomers met oldtimers. One 
speculation offered by an otherwise conser­ 
vative archeologist is that the first arrivals in 
the New World were technologically inferior 
peoples pushed out of Asia by more advanced 
cultures Whether the refugees then developed 
on their own to produce the highly sophisticated 
cultures of the American Indians or, instead, 


were replaced by later, more advanced im­ 
migrants is an open question. 
The 12,000-year dogma began in 1932 when 
scientists found two beautifully sculptured stone 
spear points along with the apparently 
butchered bones of a mammoth in Clovis, N.M. 
The mammoth was of a species believed to have 
died out by 12,000 years ago. In later years the 
advent of radiocarbon, or carbon-14, dating 
methods confirmed the estimated age of tte 
original Clovis find. Similar "Clovis point" sites 
discovered throughout North America also had 
dates of the same or younger antiquity. 
Anthropologists have a tendency to regard 
the oldest known object as the oldest that ever 
existed. Intellectually they know better, but the 
idea that Clovis Man was the earliest American 
took hold. 
The first substantial challenge to the 12,000- 
year dogma came in 1958 with the finding, near 
Lewisville, Tex., of a few stone tools and some 
charcoal, said to be from hearths, that were 
carbon-14 dated to 37,000 years of age. For 
various technical reasons, the find was not wide­ 
ly accepted as persuasive. 
To be credible for these purposes a find 
must include unmistakable evidence of human 
presence (human bone or artifacts clearly 
shaped by human hand) and the evidence must 
either be directly datable by methods of proven 
reliability (such as radiocarbon) or it must have 
been excavated from an undisturbed stratum 
that contains datable objects or that lies below a 
dateabie stratum. 
Finds meeting all these criteria and pointing 


to an antiquity greater than 12,000 years have 
been rare. 
In 1973 Canadian researchers found a piece 
of "worked" caribou bone near Old Crow River 
in the Yukon. It had clearly been shaped into a 
tool and its radiocarbon date was 29,000 years 
B.P. (before present). 
Also in 1973, a California chemist, using a 
new method of dating he developed, tested a 
human skull that had lain in a museum for 
decades and reported it to be 48,000 years old. 
The skull is known as Del Mar Man from the 
town in which it was dug up. Although the dating 
technique, known as amino acid racemizaUon, 
generally agrees well with established methods, 
a number of experts doubt the Del Mar Man date 
because it is so much older than anything else 
reliably dated. 


Amino acid racemization dating is based on 
the fact that the amino acids in living protein all 
exist in one of two alternative molecular con­ 
figurations that are mirror images of each 
other. At death, however, the amino acids begin 
"flipping" into the opposite form at a fairly con­ 
stant rate. By measuring the relative amounts of 
the two forms, one can calculate how long the 
process has been going on. The method is attrac­ 
tive because it can be used for antiquities 
beyond the range of radiocarbon (which cannot 
date objects older than 40,000 years). Because 
amino acid racemization rates are influenced by 
the temperatures and moisture conditions sur­ 
rounding the buried ancient bone, some 
anthropologists feel there is too much room for 


error. Thus the Del Mar Man date has met with 
some skepticism. 
In 1975, Just outside Pittsburgh, 
anthropologists found a natural rock-shelter con­ 
taining layer upon layer of evidence of human 
habitation. The oldest layers dug up so far are 
nearly 13,000 years old, by the radiocarbon 
method. 


Because the dating at the site, called 
Meadowcroft Rockshelter, is so firmly es­ 
tablished and because the site is rich in 
evidences of human presence, the site es­ 
tablishes with virtual certainty that people had 
come as far as Pittsburgh by 19,000 years ago. 
Because it may have taken thousands of years to 
expand human territory southward and 
eastward from Alaska, leaders of the Meadow­ 
croft dig have suggest^ that people arrived in 
the New World at least 22,000 years ago. 


Earlier this year another California scien­ 
tist reported still older evidence of human 
presence inferred by the radiocrabon method 
He found stone tools along with dwarf mammoth 
bones in what appeared to be charcoal-lined pits 
on Santa Rosa Island off the coast of Santa Bar­ 
bara. Apparently .some people butchered the 
bull-sized elephants and roasted them in the pits 
The charcoal turned out to be older than the 
limit of the carbon-14 method and can only be 
said to be more than 40,000 years of age. Details 
of this find have not yet been published for other 
scientists to examine for possible errors in 
method of interpretation. 
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Wa rtorn Soviet city reminder of milita ry events 


Khatyn. U .S .S.R. ( A P ) - 
Throughout the Soviet Union, 
memories of World War II are still 
fresh But nowhere are they stronger 
than in Byelorussia, the westernmost 
Soviet republic and the one that suf­ 
fered most from the Nazis’ onslaught. 
Here at Khatyn, 43 miles from the 
Byelorussian capital of Minsk, of­ 
ficials built in 1967 a massive 
memorial to 149 villagers who were 
killed by German troops in 1943. But 
the memorial, which thousands of 
children and adults visit every year, 
IS also a general reminder of wartime 
events throughout the Kentucky-sized 
republic. 
Loudspeaker announcements on 
planes arriving in .Min.sk still tell 
visitors today that a fourth of 
Byelorussia’s 2 2 million citizens 
died in the war. Minsk’s own popula- 


tion only regained its pre-war level in 
1971, and that was largely due to the 
import of workers from other cities. 
Propaganda about the war is also 
designed to strengthen present-day 
Soviet defense. In the official press 
and on public bulletin boards, 
reminders of past military events 
dovetail into glorification of the 
modem Soviet army. 


In one display outside a local movie 
theater, a bulletin board features pic­ 
tures of local civil defense drills 
aimed at surviving the effects of a 
nuclear war. 


"My father was a resistance fighter 
during the occupation," said one 
young Minsk woman. “ He fought for 
years in the forests” Another resi­ 
dent added: ‘‘In Byelorussia, 
everybody during the war was a 


resistance fighter — or sometimes a 
collaborator with the (iermans But 
there was no middle ground; 
everybody here was thoroughly in­ 
volved” 


The destruction of Minsk by the 
Germans was the eighth time (he city 
had been destroyed since the Uth cen­ 
tury. German troops, in their surprise 
attack on Russia in 1941, managed to 
take the city in eight days although 
one other Byelorrussian fortress. 
Brest, held out for 32 days. 


German forces established 260 con­ 
centration camps in Byelorussia, ac­ 
cording to Soviet accounts, and s<x»n 
began the systematic destruction of 
parts of the republic’s population. 
Jewish sources here said 100,000 peo­ 
ple were wiped out in Minsk’s Jewish 
ghetto. 


The city remained firmly in Ger­ 
man hands until the Red Army won it 
back in 1944. 


Other Soviet cities, such as 
Leningrad with its 90O-day siege, also 
suffered heavily in the war. But a 
visitor is likely to hear less about the 
war there than in Minsk. Here, the 
war is not only a historical fact but 
the official excuse for many of the 
city’s shortcomings and the drab con­ 
crete appearance of most of its 
buildings 
More than 85 per cent of the city’s 
buildings were destroyed by the war 
and replacements were thrown up 
hastily in the postwar years. Few of 
the pre-war and pre-revolutionary 
buildings that have become tourist at­ 
tractions in .Moscow, Leningrad and 
other cities were left standing here. 
"In Leningrad al least they nave an 


old cultural life and buildings that 
survived the war and provide some 
distraction for them. ” a Minsk resi­ 
dent said. “ Here, the war destroyed 
everything and it’s all we have to 
think about." 
Even public officials, who are 
aggressively 
pushing 
new 
agricultural and industrial production 
in Minsk, pause frequently to reflect 
on the war 
"Just look out the window at the 
new central city we’ve built," said 
one ofticial in his fourth-floor office.

Wa shington - More tha n a y ea r a go, we sent our roving 
reporter, Ha l Bernton, to Florida to investiga te the working 
conditions of the migra nt stoop la borers. Posing a s a y oung 
drifter, he wa s recruited out of a flophouse in Immokolee to 
work on the nea rby corpora te fa rm of A. Duda a nd Sons. 
He hunched over rows of toma toes with the other 
workers, picking them for a penny a pound. The da y s were 
long, the sun hot, the fields infested with sna kes. Pesticicies 
on the toma to vines ca used some workers to brea k out with 
pa inful ra shes. 
The workers lived in ba ttered tra ilers, which were sub­ 
divided into tiny compa rtments. Bernton sha red a cubicle, 
strea ked with grime a nd stinking of urine, with a nother 
worker. They slept on filthy ma ttresses. The ca mp wa s 
loca ted on a ba rren, dusty , wind-whipped stretch of sa nd. 
At the end of ea ch week, the workers were pa id ba rely 
enough to cover the cost of their overpriced mea ls a nd the 
wine they gulped down a t the end of the da y to dull their 
a ches a nd pa ins. Some workers a ctua lly wound up owing 
their crewlea der more tha n they ha d ea rned in the fields. 
Since we published these reports, much ha s ha ppened. 
The la bor ca mp ha s been repla ced by a new, $500,000 fa cility 
with modern tra ilers on a gra ssy site. A da y ca re center ha d 
been a dded for the workers’ children. 
The La bor Depa rtment, confirming our a ccount, found 
tha t the Duda ca mp mess ha lls were overcha rging the im­ 
poverished workers for their mea ls. The corpora te fa rm 
ma y now be forced to refund the huge overcha rges. 
The crewlea der, who enforced his a uthority with a 
vicious dog, wa s fired. The La bor Depa rtment, is a fter him 
for a lleged federa l viola tions. 
Fina lly , a wa ve of discontent swept through the Im- 
mokulee a rea , a nd some of the migra nt workers orga nized a 
strike a ga inst the big growers. But the strike wa s broken by 
a bruta l frost, which destroy ed the winter vegeta ble crop. 
With no work to strike a ga inst, the migra nts were forced to 
go on the public dole.

Aaaodalad Praas 
Nebraska’s 1977 traffic rose to 170 Sunday with the deaths of 
five persons, all from out of state, in two separate accidents. A 
year ago this date, 151 persons had died on Nebraska roads. 
Two young Illinois men died and a third was injured early 
Sunday in a one-car collision on Interstate 80 about 9*4 miles 
west of Omaha. 
And two young men and a young woman from South Dakota 
were killed and another man injured early Sunday in a car-truck 
collision on Highway 81 in Cedar County, Neb., about 10 miles 
south of Yankton, S.D. 
The state patrol identified the victims of the one-car crash as 
William Monreal, 17, of Cicero, III, the driver, and Larry Ver- 
wey, 18, of Tinley Park, 111, who was seated in the front. A 
back-seat passenger, Jerry Verwey, 16, also of Tinley Park, 
received chest and head injuries. 
The patrol said the driver apparently fell asleep at the wheel 
and the car went off the road striking a concrete culvert in Sar­ 
py County. 
The State Patrol identified the victims of the car-truck crash 
as Peter Dunne. 28, of Sioux Falls, S.D. ; Randy Larson, 24, of 
Sioux Falls; and Chryel Christensen, 17. of Yankton, S.D. 
The patrol said the three were passengers in an eastbound car 
that collided with a northbound semitrailer truck driven by 
John Nesbitt, 23, of Lamar, Colo. Nesbitt was reported in 
serious condition in a Yankton hospiUl with leg injuries. 
Drowning in canai 
foiiows car mishap 
Columbus (UP!) - Dave Macintosh, 19. St. Edward, a 
passenger in a car that plunged into a canal early Sunday eight 
miles north of Columbus, apparently drowned when he tried to 
swim to shore, the Platte County Sheriff's office said Sunday. 
Deputy Sheriff Steve Sunday said Macintosh and three com­ 
panions were driving northbound on a county road when their 
car, traveling over a wooden bridge at a high speed, plunged 
into a canal 
The driver of the car, Jeff Wallick, 18. Columbus, and two 
passengers swam to shore, but Macintosh never made it, Sun­ 
day said. A lengthy search for Macintosh’s body was un­ 
successful, and was discontinued, he said. 
“ We re presuming he is dead and waiting for his body to 
surface," Sunday said. 
Although the traffic accident contributed to the apparent 
drowning, Sunday said the death probably will be listed as an 
accidental drowning. 
Neither Macintosh nor his three companions — Dave 
McBride, 16, Albion. Donald Collins. 16, Albion, and Wallick - 
was injured in the accident. Sunday said. 
When the car plunged off the bridge, all four young men 
( limbtHl out of the vehicle and onto the trunk. Sunday said 
initially, the four remained on the floating vehicle, but all 
except Macintosh decided to swim to safety, he said. 
McBride, Collins and Wallick called for Macintosh to jump 
and swim, Sunday said, but Macintosh declined. Macintosh dis­ 
appeared under water when he tried to swim to shore, Sunday 
said.

A. It is very unusual to have 
a persim m on tree in N ebraska 
and persim m on trees do not 
send out shoots like that. 
Please lake a couple of clip­ 
pings from these roots and 
trom the parent plant and m ail

Q. 1 have a dw arf orange tree 
that has dropped all its leaves. 
The leaves w ere green when 
they dropped, and the fruit 
rem ained on the tree. W hat 
can I do to get the leaves to 
grow back'' P am F oster, Lin­ 
coln. 
A. T hat is a typical reaction 
of citru s trees grown in hom es 
because m ost of us keep our 
hou.ses tiM) w arm at night for 
these plants which prefer 50-60 
degrcK's a fter the sun sets. Try 
to keep the soil evenly m oist 
but not satu rated , put it into 
bright room but not in direct 


sun then gradually m ove to a 
sunny location. If the tree does 
eventually develop leaves then 
begin to fertilize. 


Q. I have a green slim y 
m aterial on the surface of the 
soil in som e of m y houseplants. 
W hat is it and w hat can I do'? 
A. It IS algae and the m ost 
im portant thing to do is control 
the am ount of w ater you are 
using. Soil which is slightly dry 
on the surface will discourage 
algae growth. 


Q. How do I sterilize soil for 
u.se in potting houseplants'.' 
A. M oisten the soil, put it in 
c o n ta in e r in oven a t 180 
degrees tor 45 m inutes, then 
('(Mil and air it out. It's usually 
best to do this tw ice to kill the 
second grow th ot bacteria that 
will occur. 
Q. Can I use Dalapon on 
gra ss e s betw een brick s on 
patio? 


A. Yes, but m ake sure there 
a re no closeby trees, shrubs, 
vines that m ight have roots 
grow in g u n d e r the pa tio 
because Dalapon will also kill 
those. 
Q. I have been taking walks 
along the roadside at night and 
have noticed trees with red 
fruit. Would they be edible? 
A. T hey m ay be c hok e 
cherries which would be edi­ 
ble, but m ake sure by taking a 
specim en into the extension of­ 
fice for identification.

Ban on Laetrile opposed 


By Loui s Harrl t 
A 58-2.3' r majority of the American people 
oppo.se the ban on Laetrile by the Food and 
Drug Administration. They hold this view even 
though reputable medical authorities have 
repeatedly labeled the substance ineffective as 
a cure for cancer. Moreover, a decisive 68-13"i' 
majority would support their own state 
legislatures' legalizing the sale of Laetrile, as 
several states have already done. 
The key to the public's attitude on Laetrile 
can Im? found in the fact that nearly eight out of 
10 persons agree that “ since we don't know 
how to cure cancer, if Laetrile is harmless, 
people ought to be able to buy it if they want to 
use it " All things considered, they seem to 
say, why not let cancer victims use the drug, 
even if it probably will neither cure them nor 
even help their condition’’ 
Reinforcing this permissive view are 
public doubts about the FDA and other govern­ 
ment health agencies. These doubts were 
triggered by what the public feels was poor 
handling of the swine flu vaccine program and 
the lack of a satisfactory explanation of the 
deaths ot American Legion members following 
their convention in Philadelphia last year. 
With regard to laetrile, a 75-7% majority 
agrees w ith the claim that “ since some cancer 
patients say that Laetrile relieves their pain 
and makes them feel better, it is possible the

FDA is wrong in saying it is ineffective." 
Despite the widespread support for 
legalizing Laetrile, people are aware of the pit- 
falls of having drugs on the market which 
might not be as effective as claimed. By 69- 
14't, a majority feels that "one of the 
problems in coming up with a cure for cancer 
IS that patients and the public can be so easily 
misk*d by promises of so-called miracle drup 
that really don't work" In addition, by 47-35'o. 
a plurality goes along with the argument that 
"if it is true that Laetrile is ineffective in 
treating cancer, then it is cruel to raise the 
hopes of cancer victims by allowing them to 
use the drug " 


However, after being exposed to all of the 
arguments tor and against ¡.nielrile. people'— 
by 5 to 1 — would like to see the drug legalized 
in their own slates, even if the FDA continues 
Its ban nationally. 


One significant finding in this Harris 
Survey of 1,625 adults nationwide is the fact 
that the more education people have, the more 
convinced they .ire that Laetrile Should be per­ 
mitted to be sold.

In 1973 the Linco ln Electric Sy stem o ffered 
the idea o f to ughening insuiatio n standards to 
cut do wn o n city energy waste. 


„ Since then, the idea has been shunted back 
and fo rth between industry representatives, 
utilities o fficials, interested citizens and 
go vernment o fficiais. 


Finaliy they came up with a plan which has 
been drafted into o fficial legal language and 
this Mo nday appears o n the co uncil agenda fo r 
the first time. 


Mo st ho mebuilders are currently meeting 
all the new standards, and mo st co mmercial 
builder o r no t, said Charles Seale, head o f Uie 
city building inspectio ns divisio n, and To m 
Arkfeid, chief o peratio ns engineer fo r LES. 


The o ne area is which ho mebuilders are 
no t co mply ing, acco rding to Arkfeid, is that un­ 
der the new o rdinance basements wo uld have 
to be insulated. Mo st builders are no w leaving 
the co ncrete wails bare. 


Other requirements o f the pro po sed stan­ 
dards as applied to present co nstructio n 
metho ds fo r ho mes are: 


— Six inches o f insulatio n in the ceilings. 


— Six inches in insulatio n in the walls. 
— Do uble-glazed windo ws o r sto rm win­ 
do ws. 


— That the amo unt o f windo w area 
(including glass do o rs) no t ex ceed 15% o f the 
flo o r area, unless the ex cess area is o n the 
so uth and effective in utilizing so lar heat in the 
winter witho ut intensify ing head in the 
summer. (An o verhang o ften will acco mplish 


this since the sun's po sitio n in the sky changes 
in the two seaso ns.) 


The same standards apply to co mmercial 
buildings. The o rdinance calls fo r the new stan­ 
dards go into effect Jan. 1,19 78, fo r residences 
residences and Jan. I, 1979, fo r co mmercial 
buildings. 


The reaso n fo r the disparity , acco rding to 
Seale, is that meeting the new standards is a 
much mo re co mplex task fo r the larger 
buildings. The ex tra time will be used to 
educate designers in seminars, Seale said. 


The gro ups invo lved in drafting the 
pro po sed standards include LES o fficials, the 
May o r's Energy Co mmittee, a so -called 
Pro fessio nal Energy Co nservatio n Team made 
up o f pro fessio nals in the insulatio n and co n­ 
structio n business and the Co de Study Co m­ 


mittee. 


Despite the widespread invo lvement, there 
appears to be o ne remaining area in which dis­ 
putes have no t been reso ived. Co ncrete and 
maso nry industry repre.sentative say the new 
o rdinance do es no t give eno ugh credit to the 
qualities o f tho se building materials, which ab­ 
so rb and release heat slo wly . 


One o f the pro blems in the area, acco rding 
to Seale, is a dearth o f autho ritative scientific 
info rmatio n. 


The pro po sed new standares will have the 
same enfo rcement penalties as the rest o f the 
building co de. Vio lato rs may be punished by a 
fine o f $:i(X), 9 0 day s in jail, o r bo th. In additio n 
city o fficiais may cio se the buiiding.

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Twins gain 1 st 
with 1 9-1 2 win 
Un Ntd 
Strange things happened in Bloomington Sunday, and after 
31 runs, 34 hits and 15 walks by the Twins and White Sox, 
Minnesota jumped back into first place in the AL West with a 
19-12 victory over Chicago. 
Glenn Adams knocked in eight runs with four hits, in­ 
cluding a double and a grand slam homer, and Rod Carew 
scaled the .400 mark while driving in six runs, scoring five and 
getting four hits before the largest crowd in Minnesota’s 17- 
year history, 46,963. 
Adams blooped a two-run double in the first and followed 
with his slam in the second off starter and loser Steve Stone. 
Adams’ eight RBI established a new record for the Twins. 
Carew upped his average to .403 with a double, two singles 
and a two-run homer in the eighth. 
Tom Johnson raised his record to 9-2 with 6 2-3 innings of 
lO-hit, seven-run relief work. 
Elsewhere in the American League. Toronto blanked Bal­ 
timore 2-0, Milwaukee outlasted Seattle 84, New Yoric edged 
Boston 5-4, Geveland and Detroit split a pair, Cleveland 
taking the opener 5-2 and Detroit the night cap 3-2, 
California nipped Texas 4-3 in the opener of a doubleheader 
and Oakland dumped Kansas City 7-3 in the first of two 
games. 
Pete Vuckovich hurled his first career shutout wltti aid of 
RBI from Ron Fairly and Hector Torres to blank the Orioles 
and Jim Palmer, Vuckovich struck out 12 for the Blue Jays — 
a club record — and scattered six hits for his second complete 
game in five starts. Palmer has now lost five straight to drop 
his record to 88. 


Cecil Cooper smashed a two-out, ninth-inning grand slam 
homer to give the Brewers a come-from-behind win over Seat­ 
tle. Jamie Quirk and Charlie Moore singled of Diego Segui and 
Enrique Romo relieved, walking Robin Yount. Romo then 
struck out Don Money but Mike Kekick came on to face 
Cooper and promptly surrendered the game-winner. Quirk 
had four hits for Uie Brewers, including three singles and a 
homer. 


Paul Blatr bounced a ninth-inning, RBI single past a 
drawn-in Butch Hobson to give the Yankees a sweep of their 
three-game set with the Red Sox Tlie Sox trailed 4-1 going 
into the ninth but rallied to tie it with a three-run rally 
highlighted by Tommy Helms’ two-run single. But Roy White 
walked with one out in the bottom of the inning, raced to third 
on Thurman Munson’s hit-and-run single and scored on Blair’s 
base hit. 


Bob Sykes won his first major league game when Milt 
May capped a two-run rally in the ninth with an RBI single as 
the Tigers salvaged the second game of a doubleheader. Rick 
Waits remained undefeated, raising his record to 5-0 in the 
opener with the home-run help of Buddy Bell and Paul Dade. 
Ron Pruitt’s two-run single in the top of the ninth in the night­ 
cap ruined Sykes’ shutout bid and gave the Indians a short­ 
lived 2-1 lead. But Jason Thompson singled in the bottom of 
the ninth, Ben Oglivie doubled him home and May won it with 
a loopine single to center. 


Pinch-hitter Ron Jackson delivered his second game- 
winning single in two days in the bottom of the 11th inning to 
spark the Angels’ victory over the Rangers in the first of two 
games. The Angels loaded the bases off starter and loser 
Doyle Alexander with one out when Gil Flores and Tony 
Solaita singled and Willie Aikens was walked intentional­ 
ly. Jackson then fisted his game-winner over second base.

Wimbledon, (UPD — Jimmy Connors, the 
maverick who thrives on the hostility of 
British crowds, will lead a quarter-final 
lineup of four Americans into the second 
week of Wimbledon's $373,440 Centennial 
championships which resume Monday with a 
classic center court showdown between Chns 
Evert and Billie Jean King. 


On Saturday Connors, who won the tourna­ 
ment in 1974, came from behind to defeat 
Stan Smith, another former Wimbledon 
champion, 7-9, 6-2, 3-6, 6-3, 6-3 to reach the 
last eight of the men’s singles The more the 
crowd cheered Smith and applauded Connors' 
errors, the better the top seed and favorite 
played.

But while Connors was battling against 
Smith, the crowd, the Ail-England club and 
most of the British press, another American 
was making history much more quietly on a 
bumpy outside court.

NBA’s Kennedy 


Stamford 
. Conn (AP) — Walter Kennedy, who 
presided over the National Basketball Association s 
growth into a major leaguo in tho 1960s, died at St 
Joseph’s Hospital, his eldest son, David, said Sunday 
night 
Kennedy, who was 64. died at 8 p m from cancer 
Kennedy called himself ‘‘a man for my time ” during 
his 12 years as commissioner of the major pro basketball 
league. 
‘‘I’m retiring because of my health and because I think 
this IS a new era,” Kennedy said in an interview about 
three months before he retired on June 1, 1975 
‘ The day of the strong commissioner is over The com­ 
mon draft and many other things basic to sports are being 
questioned and perhaps changed” 
On Nov 29,1971, the NBA club owners movt'd to make 
Kennedy a strong commissioner 
They voted to give him the power to make unappealable 
decisions on situations not covered by league by-laws and 
the constitution and to fix a penalty for violation of rules 
that carried no specific penalties 
He also was given additional powers Abe Pollin, chair­ 
man of the NBA’s Advisory Committee, said 
“ We fully realize that in so doing we are conveying un­ 
precedented authority to Walter Kennedy, but we have no 
hesitancy in doing so because of the excellent leadership 
he has provided during the past eight years” 
Kennedy was the 49-year-old mayor of Stamford, 
Conn., when he was chosen to replace 73-year-old 
Marice Podoloff, who retired Sept I. 1963 
“ I do not anticipate any more difference with the nine 
men (the number of owners in 1963) than I had as mayor 
of a city of 100,000 people,” Kennedy .said on b e in g named 
commissioner. “ Nobody ever looks for Utopia because 
you know you’ll never find it.” 
When Kennedy took office, his two major objectives 
were to return the NBA to national television and expand 
the league He accomplished both Today there are 22 
teams in the league, with many games televised locally 
and quite a few nationally 
Kennedy served as the publicity man for the league 
when It was known as the Basketball Association ot 
America, from 1946-49, and for two years after it became 
the NBA He also assigned game officals for two years 


At various times, he was associated with the Harlem 
Globetrotters and Little League baseball and was a coach 
and official in high schools and prep schools in .New 
England From 1943 to 1946 he was publicity dire< tor for 
Notre Dame, his alma mater

Pocono. Pa. (AP) — Tom Sneva, who 
in the estimation of car owner R oger 
Penske is stepping into the late Mark 
Donohue's shoes, drove a consistent, 
well-calculated race and finished with a 
1.75 second-lead over teammate Mario 
Andretti for victory in Sunday’s $400,000 
Schaefer 500. 
“ I think Tom’s kinda fallen into Mark 
Donohue’s shoes; he knows how to set 
the car up," Penske said after his cars 
finished a dramatic 1-2 " I might not 
have said that 12 months ago. But I ad­ 
mit I made a mistake” 
Sneva suggested the mid-race chassis 
changes which helped him move from a 
half-lap down to a full lap lead at point. 
"The car was pushing early in the 
race, and we over corrected by making 
front wing adjustments,” Sneva 
recalled, "We finally solved the condi­ 
tion by coming up with the correci tire 
sizes, 
"We saved the best set of tires for the 
last tire change, and I knew I only had to 
turn up the boost (prjwer) at the end to 
stay in front” 
Penske said the 1-2 finish was his 
greatest achievement in racing since 
Donohue won the 1972 Indianapolis 500 
for him. 


"A lot of people said when we lost 
Mark we were going downhill. We were 
snakebit.” Penske said. "We put in a lot 
of long, hard hours and worked very 
hard. It took a number of years, but here 
we are trying to win the national cham­ 
pionship now. 
"Tom has come of age He’s a very 
dedicated, clean cut, exemplary young 
man” 
Penske said he didn’t root for one 
driver over another at the finish. "Peo­ 
ple ask you what you do when you run 1-2. 
I don’t know, it hasn’t happened too 
many times before," he said. " I wanted 
to play it a little conservative. I didn’t 
want to have both cars run into the 
first." 
The race was a safe, clean one until 
Mike Mosley was involved in a serious 
accident with just 11 laps remaining. 
Mosley plowed into the second turn 
wall only a few laps from the finish. He 
was rushed to the hospital semi­ 
conscious, and in stable condition. 


Mosley was taken to an Allentown, 
Pa., hospital to cheek for possible neck 
or back injuries, a hospital spokesman 
said 
Mosley was running in fifth place when 


his Lightning racer broke loose, 
slammed Into the second-turn wall and 
bounced into the infield 
The crash gave Andretti, who was 
trailing Sneva by more than a lap, a 
chance to make a pit stop without losing 
any more ground. He passed Sneva to 
regain the leader’s lap just as another 
yellow flag came out. That allowed An­ 
dretti to close up behind Sneva for a five- 
lap dash to the finish.

Fireworks burst over the capital and groups of celebrants 
chanted “ Long Live Independence'“ but the over all atmosphere 
was quiet and restrained 
In a speech to the National Assembly when he took the oath of 
office, (iouled called on his countrymen to work for national uni­ 
ty Djibouti IS ¡xipulated by .Mfars and Issas, tribal cousins 
whose rei.itions have sometimes been strained 
At last our people are free and upright,” (ioultxi declared, 
speaking in French “ We are a nation of shepherds and we are 
proud of It f.et us return to our roots Independence is only a 
step, we must now work and build and share together.” 
The leaders of Somalia and Ethiopia had been invited to the in­ 
dependence ceremonies but they did not come. 
French President Valery Discard d Estaing, in a message 
from Pans, wished the republic “ gixid luck” and said France 
would remain a faithful friend to its former colony 
Djibouti has no army of its own, less than one square mile of 
arable land and no natur.il resources except sand, salt and 20,000 
tamels 
Hut the country, once known as French Somaliland and later 
the Territory of Afars and l.s.sas, is located strategically at the 
Bab el Mandeb Strait, a 12-mile passage connecting the Suez

Wa.shington (U PI) — One solution to energy shortages is 
to move housing underground, says Rep. Bruce Vento, D- 
Minn., who is now shepherding “ the Vento cave amendment” 
through Congress. 
Vento persuaded the House Banking Committee last week 
to add his amendment to legislation encouraging people to im­ 
prove the energy efficiency of homes. 
The “ Vento cave amendment” would require the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) to study the 
feasibility of underground housing. 
In some places, Vento said, building codes would have to 
be ( hanged. In others, he said, home loans are hard to get for 
that .sort ot innovative housing. 
The idea would be that “ we are willing to cut red tape and 
get rid of outdated rules and procedures about housing to 
achieve our national energy conservation goals,” Vento said. 
He noted that pioneers built houses out of sod and the In- 
dian.s built homes into hills and riverbanks.

4-H offers projects 
for city youths too

City slickers need 4-H too. 
That's the attitude of the 
Lancaster County 4-H Club of­ 
fice, which is beginning a new 
sweep of Lincoln schools to dig 
up urbanite members. 
"It’s been subtle, but 4-H is 
becoming more attractive to 
urban youth," said Don Miller, 
the Lancaster County 4-H 
extension agent. 
So the stereotype of the 4-H 
youth showing a steer or a hog 
at the county fair has to make 
riMim for another portion of 
society's children. 
"The image has changed," 
Miller .said. "Instead of cattle 
programs, they’re raising 
dogs, cuts, pigeons . . 
Other programs added most 
recently include antiquing, 
heritage arts, dog training, 
rocketry and patio gardening. 
"There are a lot of things 
you can’t show at a fair," 
Miller said. "They’re personal 
growth programs. There’s 
nothing to show.” 


Part ot the change has been 
in recruitment tor the past 
tour to five years in Lincoln 
scliools and even outreach ac­ 
tivities to local community 
centers. 


"We vc been hanging fliers 
in the schools," Miller said. 
"But now we re even designing 
programs to be taught there” 
One til the programs was an 
embryology course tor which 
the 4-H supplKHt incubators 
and several fertile eggs to 


some school classes. The eggs 
would be opened from time to 
time by the teachers to show 
the embryo’s development. 
The program began as an 
experiment, but grew as the 
word got around to Lincoln 
academia. 
"It feels good when teachers 
call and say they’d like to be 
involved in the program," 
Miller said. 
"The 4-H office was better 
equipped to handle the 
program because it had access 
to the proper equipment and 
even the eggs, things that the 
schfMils couldn’t get,” Miller 
said. 
The office also is beginning 
outreach work with the Malone 
Community Center, designing 
programs that could be used 
whether a 4-H Club is in­ 
troduced or not. 
"We trained eight JKT (Job 
Kducation and Training! 
youths in environmental 
awareness education," Miller 
said. "They can take that 
knowledged back to their com­ 
munity and possibly teach 
others." 


There are a couple of good 
reason why the 4-H system has 
come in out of the fields, said 
Dr. William K. Caldwell, assis­ 
tant state 4-H director. 


One is that the state's 4-H 
{•lubs had done such a thorough 
job of getting to rural youths, 
they had reached a saturation 
point. 
"We have some counties in 
Nebraska with 4-H reaching 


60/i. to 70” of the eligible (8 'i 
to 18-year-old) youths,” 
Caldwell said. 
Less than 10' o of Lancaster 
County’s youth Is in a 4-H 
program. But even at that, the 
county’s 2,566 4-Hers are se­ 
cond in numbers only to 
Douglas County’s 8,730 
members. 
The six-year enrollment 
change in Lincoln shows the 
trend. 
In 1970, the county had a 1,- 
745 4-H membership with 53 in 
Lincoln. This year’s enroll­ 
ment is 
in Lincoln. There 
are 206 clubs in the county with 
136 in the city. 
There has been a 16% drop in 
rural enrollment but that’s 
because the number of eligible 
youths have decreased for 4-H. 
The second reason is that 
Congress gave the state 190,000 
and a challenge to expand its 4- 
H program into urban areas. 
"But when you’re dealing 
with so many counties, $90,000 
doesn’t go very far," Caldwell 
said. "Half of that went for 
printed materials. 


"What makes the difference 
is the commitment of our staff 
to .serve the people,” Caldwell 
said. 


"Our job is to meet the needs 
of youth,” Miller explained 
about the added thrust. 
One of the ways the 4-H is 
getting to the city is by 
offering 
more flexible 
programs. Miller said. The 
older, heavier agricultural 
projects, like raising a farm

Grain inspecting costly, ‘unbiased’ 


New Orleans (HIM) — A nationwide 
.scandal involving grain exports prompted 
a federal takeover of grain inspections at 
.some elevators around the country, but 
opinions are mixed on whether the change 
IS an improvement. 
Some say grain corruption will never be 
wiped out. 


(irain industry officials call the switch 
from private inspection services an 
"overreaction," a "regulatory and fiscal 
nightmare," and "a bureaucratic rip-off" 
which adds up to 10 cents in unnecessary 
costs to each bushel ot gram 


The prosecutor who helped uncover the 
fraud, which brought more than $1 million 
in tines from major grain exporting firms, 
.said the new system has to be an improve­ 
ment because the old system had so much 
jMUential for abuse. 


And the supervisor ot the Federal (¡ram 
InsjR'ction Service in New Orleans con- 
ct*ded no system ever will be perfect, but 
he said fedt*ral inspt*ctions eliminate 
shortcuts which were common when in- 
s|H*ctors from the private agencies did the 
grading and weighing 


"We have closer supt*rvision, tighter 
regulations and we have a rotation system 
that one man isn’t working at one elevator 
all ot his life," Federal Inspection Chief 
Harlan Ryan said in a recent interview. 


"The biggest thing of all is that a man is 
not defH*ndmg on any particular elevator 
for his job He’s dept*ndmg on the U.S. 
Deparlmeiil of Agriculture So . . . you 
have a more unbiased system.” 


Ryan supervises 175 inspectors from 
Norco, La to the mouth of the Mississippi 
River, wfiere each wt*ek tons of American 
wheat, rice, soybeans and other grains run 
through conveyor belts into elevators and 
onto freighters for shipment overseas. 


The Federal (iram Inspei tion Service 
tM*gan cheikmg weights and quality on 
Jan 
I this year at Destrehan, La., 
replacing mspt*clors from the lX*strehan 
Board of Trade Later, they took over at 
New Orleans, Beaumont. Tex , Toledo, 
Ohio, Saginaw. Mich, and several other 
ports 


By July, 1978, federal inspectors will be 
on duty at 14 ports in Louisiana, Michigan, 
Illinois, Texas, Wisconsin, New York, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania anif Ohio. 


The takeover was prompted by bribery 
and cheating on exports inspected by the 
private agencies 
"My biggest complaint about the whole 
thing IS It was handled in Congress by a 
complete overreaction by a few con­ 


gressmen," said John Williamson, head of 
the only private inspection agency 
remaining m operation m Louisiana. 


".lust bi*cause you take a badge and pm 


I t on a man. it’s not going to make him any 
more honest," he said "And as they take 
over the.se places, they’re hiring the same 
pi*ople who worked before. 


"(¡iven more authority and more super­ 
vision. I think the expertise of the private 
msiM*ction agencies cannot be matched by 
a federal bureaucracy,” Williamson said. 
William.son's company may be forced 
out of business by the federal takeover. 


William.son. who once supervised gram 
ms|)ectors for the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment, .said foreign buyers complained 
very little about the quality of gram even 
after the scandals broke two years ago. 


The cost of the federal program is as 
much as 10 cents per bushel higher than 
private inspections, he said. "These costs 
are eventually going to have to be passed 
on to someone, probably the farmers and 
tfie consumer." Williamson said. 


He also said the federal government has 
had major problems hiring mspi*cturs. 
The same employes who worked for the 
private agencies are usually offered the 
jobs, but at lower salaries. 
Ryan conceded there have been 
problems, but said any new program has 
problems and they are being resolved. 


Ryan .said federal inspectors weigh 
100 , of each shipment, rather than 25' i 
weighed by the private inspectors He also 
.said they are more impartial than the 
private inspectors, who had a vested in­ 
terest in seeing gram shipments continue. 


"If the elevator didn’t work, they didn’t 
have a job. It was possible that the 
elevator could say to him, ‘Well, if we 
don t make money you're going to be out 
ot a job ' It was that kind of atmosphere 
which prevailed and which will be 
eliminated” 


(’ornelius Heusel, an assistant U S at­ 
torney, helped direct the investigation 
which led to 75 indictments and 72 convic­ 
tions in Louisiana and another seven in­ 
dictments at Texas ports. He said federal 
inspections already have improved the 
situation 
“ The problem we found was not the per­ 
sons but the position the persons were put 
in," Heusel said 


‘ If the elevator blew up or got shut 
down, the inspection agency didn’t get 
paid If the elevator worked for 24 hours a 
day at full capacity, the inspection agency 
made a lot of money. It didn’t take a 
$ 


genius to figure out that the gram should 
keep moving," he said. 


Williamson’s South Louisiana (¡rain Ser­ 
vices operation was to be taken over Aug. 
27 but It has b«.*en delayed until April 23, 
1978 Williamson said the federal agency 
was having trouble hiring enough per­ 
sonnel. 


Williamson said some federal inspec­ 
tions which are not required by law are 
being eliminated completely. 


"They’re now providing unofficial m- 
spi'ctions m Houston an(i ('hicago and 
several interior points," he said "That 
way the federal government would have 
no control over it whatsoever It would be 
a step backwards.” 


Stewart Wallace, manager of the grain 
department at the New Orleans Board of 
Trade, denu*d Ryan’s allegations that 
private agencies used "shortcuts” 
bt*cause they exp<*cted too much work 
from their employes. 


"1 think the job that the New Orleans 
Board of Trade did was excellent,” he 
said "1 don t say the federal government 
will do a worse job, but 1 think we did an 
<*xcellent job” 
Wallace said he understood all board of 
trade gram employes were offered jobs 
with the federal government when his 
operation was taken over May 7. 
After the scandal broke, many of the 
largest gram exporters m the country 
pleaded no contest to federal charges of 
short-weighing gram and falsifying 
records to cover the cheating. 
In addition to the fines, the companies 
were ordered to institute "affirmative ac­ 
tion ” programs to insure propt*r inspec­ 
tion and weighing, which included such 
measures as sealed scales and better 
record keeping. 


Williamson said those steps alone would 
have been enough to elim inate 
irregularities. He said gram companies 
complain privately about the new system 
but are afraid to speak publicly for fear of 
retributions. 


Ryan said there probably will be little 
difference in the long run between the 
federal and private inspections, and cor­ 
ruption may never be eliminated. 


"People are people and it doesn’t seem 
to matter who they are or how much 
money they make. They can be corrupted 
if they are so inclined," he said 


"The opportunity is there We think that 
we have most of the holes plugged, but you 
can’t have a policeman on every street 
corner and that's what it amounts to."

The new headhouse-greenhouse and the 
Plant Science (’omplex addition to Keim Hall 
on the University of Nebraska-Lincoln East 
(’ampu.s are expected to bt* completed by 
Aug 1, 1977, and .May 1, 1978, respectively, 
according to Howard Strong, UNL Physical 
Plant planning architect. 
Strong says he is pleased with the 
progre.ss ot the Keim Hall addition, which is

New ag systems to be featured 
At least four planters with new types of 
metering systems will be demonstralt*d at 
the ¡hilh annual Tractor Power and Safety 
Day July 28 at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln Field Laboratory near .Mead. 
According to Dr. Howard Wittmuss, Un- 
L associate professor of agricultural 
engineering, till and no-till planters use air or 
mechanical metering devices compared to 
plate type planters They have the advantage 
of sowing a large variety of seed sizes 
without changing the metering system, Witt­ 
muss said He added that another advantage 
IS that opi*raturs can have a wide range of 
speed without changing planting rate 
"Operators may (iouble their planting 
capacity by increasing field planting speed 
without affecting stand appreciably," he 


said 
He cited lM*tter depth control of the 
planted seed and ability to plant in untilled 
soil with good depth control as two 
iiiodit n ations in the new planters. 
"Tl»*y also use max-emerge planters 
with depth bands that control the seeding 
depth All ot these modifications make plan­ 
ting operation more positive with a higher 
setHlling emergence potential," Wittmuss 
said 
A hydraulic drive on the seed plate for 
more uniform seeding rale has been added to 
the till planter, he said 
A gram drill designed to plant in and 
through crop residue also wilt be displayed 
He added that the drill could be used to plant 
milo or soytieans in narrow rows.

Mentally ill 
find big gaps 
in community

A national trend to put the mentally ill back into the 


community has created a new clientele whose needs are 
not being met. 


Some of these people retained in institutional settings 


after treatment has ended because there is no structured 
way or place to ease their re-entry into the community. 


Others are released to make their way in run-for-profit 


board and room homes, with the option of mental health 
outpatient counseling, if they seek it. 


Some 15 board and room homes in Lincoln willingly 


accept mental health patients. Physical needs — food and 
shelter — are met. That is all those homes are licensed to 
provide. 


Where, then, is that supportive system, the help many 


need in adjusting to independent living? 


In 1974, the Unicameral adopted LB302, the Nebraska 


Comprehensive Mental Health Law which calls for an even 
flow of services from the institution to the community. 


The law may be comprehensive, but the services are 


not, say those in the mental health field. 


There's a need, they say, for halfway houses, places to 


bridge the gap between the highly structured institution 
and the relative independence of board and room living. 


State law implies the need for halfway houses by its 


use of the word "comprehensive," says Tom Hagel, deputy 
county public defender. 


Hagel is prepared to go to court to force the state's 


hand in providing those facilities. 


He is an advocate for four Lincoln Regional Center 


patients who, he claims, should be released from the in- 
stitution and placed in a structured setting in the communi- 
ty. 


Supervised house answer 


A supervised halfway house would meet bis clients' 


needs. 


Dr. Klaus Hartman, regional center director, says 


there are generally 10 patients who are retained at the 
regional center because there is no place else to send them. 


The lack of a halfway house "leads occasionally to the 


improper utilization of the hospital," he said. 


"It's very disillusioning that someone would have to 


bring a suit to have the state take care of its own people and 
enforce its own law," Hagel said. 


Jack Clevinger, director of the Department of Public 


Institutions, who is charged under LB302 with carrying out 
the law, says the state is required only to see that tran- 
sitional living is available, not necessarily to provide it. 


If there's a responsibility for providing such a ser- 


vice it lies with the mental health center and not the LRC, 
says Clevinger. 


Dr. Charles Richardson, Lancaster County Mental 


Health Center director, agrees. For the past five years 
he has developed proposals to obtain federal funding for a 
halfway house. The stickler is getting local funds for the 
matching grant, he says. 


Richardson hasn't put a price tag on his halfway house 


proposal, but figures actual operation would run $50,000 to 
$100.000 a year, depending on staff, number of patients and 
the level of reimbursement. 


While Richardson envisions a supportive setting, some 


mental health professionals feel halfway nouses should 
help ease mental health patients back into the community: 
they should provide on-site counseling and training, 
experts say. The mental health center currently has a 
day treatment program for those who need supervised 
care, said Dr. Hank Baiters, staff psychologist. 


Clevinger fears halfway houses could needlessly 


duplicate services some board and room homes are 
providing on an informal basis. 


Board and room providers (old reporters they are not 


absentee landlords. They care about the individuals they 
house. Some impose restrictions they feel benefit their 
residents; others offer help and advice in a down-home, 
motherly way. Perhaps some do more than they're trained 
to do: certainly many take on more than they're licensed to 
do. it was found. 


State using cop-out 


The state is "using board and rooms as a sort of cop- 


out." contends Mary Hepburn O'Sbea, a board and room 
provider. The mental health community it placing subtle 
"demands on board and room operators" to provide life 
skills training, supervision, counseling and other services 
"that should be part of the mental health center 
operation." she explained. 


Halfway houses imply "more support than board and 


rooms are able, or paid, to provide," she said. County 
welfare allows $185 per month per person for board and 
room. Most operators charge $185 and the extra $10 comes 
out of the resident's pocket. 


Mrs. O'Sbea operates seven board and room homes in 


Lincoln and has recently opened Lincoln's oily castodial 
foster care facility - UK city's closest answer tea halfway 
bouse.

42 die in smoky jailhouse fire 


Columbia, Tenn. (AP) — Forty-two per- 


sons, including Maury County jail Inmates 
and Sunday afternoon visitors, died in a 
smoky jailhouse fire apparently set by a 
juvenile runaway being kept in a padded cell. 


Most of the inmates were asphyxiated 


before they could be released from their 
locked cells. The sheriff said it took a 
different key to open each cell door. And 
deputies said one of two sets of keys was 
momentarily dropped In the smoke and con- 
fusion. 


"The kid shouted fire and he was on fire 


and they went in to haul him out and the cell 
just exploded," Sheriff Bill Voss said. "That 
was the only cell on fire — no fire got to the 
other inmates, just smoke." 


"Firemen were just a block away and they 


came immediately with oxygen masks, the 
sheriff said, "but they could not get the doors 
open." 


An inmate identified as a runaway from 


Wisconsin told deputies he had set the fire. 


"Me and another officer drug him out," 


Chief Deputy Bob Farmer said. "He said he 
set it. He has caused a little trouble. He'd 
been stopping up the commode and being a 


little unruly, so we put him in the padded 
cell." 


Farmer identified the inmate as 16-year- 


old Andy Zimmer. The youth, badly burned, 
was taken to a Nashville hospital where of- 
ficials said he was in critical condition. 


Voss said prisoners were permitted to 


smoke in their cells. He said he had seen in- 
mates attempt to set the padded cell afire 
with lighters without success. Asked why it 
bumed this time, he said, "We'll find that out 
tomorrow when we go back'in to inspect the 
building." 


The sheriff said none of the prisoners es- 


caped during the blaze. Three inmates es- 
caped from the jail last Thursday when they 
ran over a jailer as he opened the door and 
security was stronger this weekend. 


Randy Dow, assistant administrator at 


Maury County Hospital, said there were 
"several women" among the dead. However, 
it was not known whether they were inmates 
or visiting friends or relatives. 


Fire Chief Billy Thurman said the burning 


padding material gave off a toxic gas, but 
said he was not sure whether that, or the 
smoke, which he described as similar as that 


from a burning tire, caused the deaths. 


"The fire itself was no problem: it didn't 


take long to bring it under control," Thurman 
said. "We had a smoke condition there — that 
was where the trouble was at." 


The building was not heavily damaged by 


the flames. 


Forty persons were treated for injuries, 


said Andrew Earl of the Tennessee Bureau of 
Criminal Identification. 


Mike Smith, dispatcher for the Maury 


County Sheriff's office, said smoke from the 
blaze spread in the 60-person capacity jail 
through air conditioning ducts. He said one 
jailer was in the 13-year-old facility when the 
fire broke out, but was unable to evacuate 
everyone. 


There were about 70 persons in the 


building, 58 of them prisoners. The rest were 
visitors, most of whom were leaving at the 
end of the day's one-hour visiting period 


Smith said one of the prisoners was a 


juvenile, one was being held for federal 
authorities and the rest were state prisoners. 


He said each cell had to be opened in- 


dividually, that there was no master locking 


system where all jail cells could be opened at 
the same time. 


William Walter, the Maury County Hospital 


administrator, said the names of the dead 
would not be released until Monday morning. 


All but a few of the victims' families had 


been notified, he said 


"All the victims had got down on the floor 


as far as they could, laying down to get some 
air," said Columbia Police Chief Edward 
Holton, one of the first on the scene. "All of 
the bodies were on the floor. It seemed like 
most of the victims were lifeless." 


Holton said firemen had a hard time get- 


ting into the building and had to pump water 
in through windows and doors. "They did a 
good job. but the smoke was so intense it was 
pathetic " 


The fatal fire was the second of its kind in a 


week in North America. 


Last Tuesday, 20 inmates died m a fire in 


the city hail jail at Saint John. New 
Brunswick, Canada. Authorities said all died 
of asphyxiation. Twenty-seven other inmates 
survived

Pro-life forces lost most battles but won the 


war Sunday at the Nebraska Women's Meeting. 


Resolutions favoring the Equal Rights 


Amendment, parental rights for homosexuals and 
economic assistance to low-income women for 
health care — generally considered a pro-abortion 
stand — won approval during the marathon 8V-.- 
hour business meeting. 


But a lOO'r pro-life slate of delegates and 


alternates was elected to represent Nebraska 
women and present resolutions at the National 
Women's Conference to be held in Houston in 
November. 


Amid protest cries over the election of Donna 


Polk, slate chairwoman of the International 
Women's Year coordinating committee, 
reminded Nebraska's delegates they are 
"required by federal law-(to)-vote the way we 
have requested." 


The Nebraska Women's Meeting and those 


held in the other 49 states and six territories were 
required by federal law in preparation for the 
national conference. 


"They will not go to Houston to express their 


own personal beliefs," Ms Polk said. "They are 
obligated by law" to represent "at least on the 
first vote" the wishes of the majority of the men 
and women participating in tbe conference. 


"I will try," said Birthright's Mary Alice 


Pratt, one of eight Lincoln women elected as 
delegates or alternates. "If the law says I must." 


A petition hastily drawn up by Barbara Colins 


of Kearney protested the composition of the 
elected delegation. Circulated for 10 minutes, it 
was presented to Ms. Polk with 167 signatures. 


"We do not feel it (the delegation) reflects the 


required diversity of racial, ethnic, organization, 
religious and philosophical positions as required 
by Law 94-65" which established the meetings, 
"said the petition. 


The elected delegation was the result of the 


"influx of individuals recruited by one faction, 
most of whom were not actively involved in the 
workshop who but attended purely to impede the 
opportunity given by Congress to share our ideas, 
our values and ourselves in a fair and diverse 
manner." the petition continued. 


Before announcing Nebraska's elected 


delegates. Ms. Polk noted the large number of 
men attending the conference. 


"Some men I didn't gel to see long. They 


came in. immediately voted and left." she said, 
alluding to the reported busloads of persons 
flooding the registration booths and voting lines 
Sunday morning. "Some never attended the 
meetings." she said during a press conference. 


More than 500 of the 1796 conference par- 


ticipants registered Sunday morning, according to 
women's meeting workers. Unofficially, 1265 
ballots were cast for 150 delegate candidates. 


"It happened because there are some people 


in this state, primarily men, who are terribly 
threatened by the fact that women could have any 
choice." Ms, Polk said at the post-meeting press 
conference. "They are the same people who

ERA, which states that "equality under the taw 
shall not be denied or abridged because of sex," 
was eliminated from a resolution on law and sex 
discrimination The vote was 394 to 374 


Later, support of the ERA was added to a 


credit resolution on an eight-vote margin, 357-349. 


Similarly, a proposed resolution to eliminate 


discrimination against homosexuals was 
defeated, on a vote of 370 to 315. 


A floor resolution protecting the parental 


rights of homosexuals in matters of child custody 
and visitation rights calling for more positive 
coverage and visibility of homosexuals in the 
media was approved later. 253 to 232. 


Defeated were resolutions opposing the 


proposed "Hyde Amendment which prohibits the 
use of federal funds for abortion as well as en- 
couraging the State Welfare Department to make 
abortions easier for low income women to obtain 
by eliminating the requirement that the abortion 
be medically necessary. 


Approved later, however, was a resolution to 


provide funds to assist economically deprived 
women to "control their health care." The resolu- 
tion was generally viewed as supporting sub- 
sidized abortions for low income women. 


Action on resolutions was often interrupted by- 


parliamentary debates. At one point, Addie 
Wyatt, keynote speaker and federal officer ap- 
pointed to oversee the proceedings, threatened to 
"discontinue" the meeting 


"When history records what we did here 


today, I wonder what they will think of us," She 
told the gathering. "Don't waste this great oppor- 
tunity we have . . . to improve all our lives.'1 


.No action was taken on four resolutions regar- 


ding teenage pregnancy, including that teenagers 
be provided readily accessible information on all 
methods of contraception and a protest of the 
sexual exploitation of women in advertising.

The demonstration organized to offset a recent massive anti-

The numbers of the marchers ranged from

Heart of America Gay Pride Festival in Kan- 
sas City 


There were also marches and 


demonstrations in New York, Seattle, Chicago, 
Atlanta Los Angeles and San Francisco 


And in Dade County, Fla , where voters 


heeded a campaign by singer Anita Bryant and 


repealed a homosexual antidiscrimination or- 
dinance, two marches took place 


In San Francisco, interest in the parade was

'faggot, faggot" as they stabbed him 15 times, 
organizers said 


"The brutal slaying of Robert Hillsboroueh 


dramatically illustrates how desperate the 
need is for us to challenge the hate-mongenng 
of those who exploit people's differences for 
personal gain," said spokeswoman Kitty Cone 


Susan Hummer, program director for the 


Gay Community Services Center in Los 
Angeles, said the turnout in support of 
homosexual rights was in direct reaction to 
Miss Bryant's campaign 


"There are people who have not marched 


before who say they will march today as a 
statement to the city and the country that we 
won t stop existing," she said before the 
demonstration began Sunday in Hollywood 


In New York, police estimated that from 10,- 


000 to 45,000 supporters of homosexual rights 
marched up Fifth Avenue — a crowd that

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Man's arrival in New World sparks controversy 
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(C) Ntw York Tknti 


New York - The story of early man's 


arrival in the New World, a once tidy scenario 
that changed little In 50 years from the view that 
people first came here 12,000 years ago, has 
lately become a major issue in archeology, 
sparking many new claims, questions and con- 
troversies. 


After decades of relatively few major finds, 


the field has in the last five years been thrown 
wide open by a number of new discoveries. 
These have led experts to assert, sometimes on 
rather slim evidence, that human beings 
reached North America 40,000 years ago or 70,- 
000 years ago or, as a small band of 
archeologists on the fringes of professional 
respectability assert, 120,000 years ago. 


In any event, North America is no longer 


seen as a region penetrated relatively recently 
by aboriginal hunters wandering across the 
Bering Land Bridge from Asia and populated 
rather uneventfully by them until Columbus 
arrived. 


Rather, this continent Is now viewed as the 


scene of repeated waves of migration that may 
have brought radically different cultures into 
confrontation as newcomers met oldtimers. One 
speculation offered by an otherwise conser- 
vative archeologist is that the first arrivals in 
the New World were technologically inferior 
peoples pushed out of Asia by more advanced 
cultures. Whether the refugees then developed 
on their own to produce the highly sophisticated 
cultures of the American Indians or, instead, 


were replaced by later, more advanced im- 
migrants is an open question. 


The 12,000-year dogma began in 1932 when 


scientists found two beautifully sculptured stone 
spear points along with the apparently 
butchered bones of a mammoth in Clovls, N.M. 
The mammoth was of a species believed to have 
died out by 12,000 years ago. In later years the 
advent of radiocarbon, or carbon-14, dating 
methods confirmed the estimated age of the 
original Clovis find. Similar "Clovis point" sites 
discovered throughout North America also had 
dates of the same or younger antiquity. 


Anthropologists have a tendency to regard 


the oldest known object as the oldest that ever 
existed. Intellectually they know better, but the 
idea that Clovis Man was the earliest American 
took hold. 


The first substantial challenge to the 12,000- 


year dogma came in 1958 with the finding, near 
Lewisville, Tex , of a few stone tools and some 
charcoal, said to be from hearths, that were 
carbon-14 dated to 37,000 years of age. For 
various technical reasons, the find was not wide- 
ly accepted as persuasive. 


To be credible for these purposes a find 


must include unmistakable evidence of human 
presence (human bone or artifacts clearly 
shaped by human hand) and the evidence must 
either be directly datable by methods of proven 
reliability (such as radiocarbon) or it must have 
been excavated from an undisturbed stratum 
that contains datable objects or that lies below a 
dateable stratum. 


Finds meeting all these criteria and pointing 


to an antiquity greater than 12,000 years have 
been rare. 


In 1973 Canadian researchers found a piece 


of "worked" caribou bone near Old Crow River 
in the Yukon. It had clearly been shaped into a 
tool and its radiocarbon date was 29,000 years 
B.P. (before present). 


Also in 1973, a California chemist, using a 


new method of dating he developed, tested a 
human skull that had lain in a museum for 
decades and reported it to be 48,000 years old. 
The skull is known as Del Mar Man from the 
town in which it was dug up. Although the dating 
technique, known as amino acid racemization, 
generally agrees well with established methods, 
a number of experts doubt the Del Mar Man date 


error. Thus the Del Mar Man date has met with 
some skepticism. 


In 1975, just outside Pittsburgh, 


anthropologists found a natural rock-shelter con- 
taining layer upon layer of evidence of human 
habitation. The oldest layers dug up so far are 
nearly 13,000 years old, by the radiocarbon 
method. 


Because the dating at the site, called 


Meadowcroft Rockshelter, is so firmly es- 
tablished and because the site is rich in 
evidences of human presence, the site es- 
tablishes with virtual certainty that people had 
come as far as Pittsburgh by 19,000 years ago. 
Because it may have taken thousands of years to 


because it is so much older than anything else expand human territory southward and 
reliably dated. 


Ammo acid racemization dating is based on 


the fact that the amino acids in living protein all 
exist in one of two alternative molecular con- 
figurations that are mirror images of each 
other. At death, however, the amino acids begin 
"flipping" into the opposite form at a fairly con- 
stant rate. By measuring the relative amounts of 
the two forms, one can calculate how long the 
process has been going on. The method is attrac- 
tive because it can be used for antiquities 
beyond the range of radiocarbon (which cannot 
date objects older than 40,000 years). Because 
amino acid racemization rates are influenced by 
the temperatures and moisture conditions sur- 
rounding the buried ancient bone, some 
anthropologists feel there is too much room for 


eastward from Alaska, leaders of the Meadow- 
croft dig have suggested that people arrived in 
the New World at least 22,000 years ago. 


Earlier this year another California scien- 


tist reported still older evidence of human 
presence inferred by the radiocrabon method. 
He found stone tools along with dwarf mammoth 
bones in what appeared to be charcoal-lined pits 
on Santa Rosa Island off the coast of Santa Bar- 
bara Apparently some people butchered the 
bull-sized elephants and roasted them in the pits. 
The charcoal turned out to be older than the 
limit of the carbon-14 method and can only be 
said to be more than 40,000 years of age. Details 
of this find have not yet been published for other 
scientists to examine for possible errors in 
method of interpretation. 


Wartorn Soviet city reminder of military events 


K h a t y n , U.S.S.R. ( A P ) - 


Throughout the Soviet Union, 
memories of World War II are still 
fresh But nowhere are they stronger 
than in Byelorussia, the westernmost 
Soviet republic and the one that suf- 
fered most from the Nazis' onslaught. 


Here at Khatyn, 43 miles from the 


Byelorussian capital of Minsk, of- 
ficials built in 1967 a massive 
memorial to 149 villagers who were 
killed by German troops in 1943. But 
the memorial, which thousands. of 
children and adults visit every year, 
is also a general reminder of wartime 
events throughout the Kentucky-sized 
republic. 


Loudspeaker announcements on 


planes arriving in Minsk still tell 
visitors today that a fourth of 
Byelorussia's 2.2 million citizens 
died in' the' war. Minsk's own popula- 


tion only regained its pre-war level in 
1971, and that was largely due to the 
import of workers from other cities. 


Propaganda about the war is also 


designed to strengthen present-day 
Soviet defense. In the official press 
and on public bulletin boards, 
reminders of past military events 
dovetail into glorification of the 
modern Soviet army. 


In one display outside a local movie 


theater, a bulletin board features pic- 
tures of local civil defense drills 
aimed at surviving the effects of a 
nuclear war. 


"My father was a resistance fighter 


during the occupation," said one 
young Minsk woman. "He fought for 
years in the forests." Another resi- 
dent added: 
"In 
Byelorussia, 


everybody during the war was a 


resistance fighter — or sometimes a 
collaborator with the Germans. But 
there was no middle ground; 
everybody here was thoroughly in- 
volved." 


The destruction of Minsk by the 


Germans was the eighth time the city 
had been destroyed since the llth cen- 
tury. German troops, in their surprise 
attack on Russia in 1941, managed to 
take the city in eight days although 
one other Byelorussian fortress. 
Brest, held out for 32 days. 


German forces established 260 con- 


centration camps in Byelorussia, ac- 
cording to Soviet accounts, and soon 
began the systematic destruction of 
parts of the republic's population. 
Jewish sources here said 100,000 peo- 
ple were wiped out in Minsk's Jewish 
ghetto. 


The city remained firmly in Ger- 


man hands until the Red Army won it 
back in 1944. 


Other Soviet cities, such as 


Leningrad with its 900-day siege, also 
suffered heavily in the war. But a 
visitor is likely to hear less about the 
war there than in Minsk. Here, the 
war is not only a historical fact but 
the official excuse for many of the 
city's shortcomings and the drab con- 
crete appearance of most of its 
buildings. 


More than 85 per cent of the city's 


buildings were destroyed by the war 
and replacements were thrown up 
hastily in the postwar years. Few of 
the pre-war and pre-revolutionary 
buildings that have become tourist at- 
tractions in Moscow, Leningrad and 
other cities were left standing here. 


"In Leningrad at least they nave an 


old cultural life and buildings that 
survived the war and provide some 
distraction for them," a Minsk resi- 
dent said. "Here, the war destroyed 
everything and it's all we have to 
think about." 


Even public officials, who are 


aggressively 
p u s h i n g new 


agricultural and industrial production 
in Minsk, pause frequently to reflect 
on the war. 


"Just look out the window at the 


new central city we've built," said 
one official in his fourth-floor office. 
"There has been a lot of progress 
since the war. But there is still a lot to 
do." 


Khatyn in Byelorussia has no rela- 


tion to a site with a similar name in 
modern-day Poland where hundreds 
of Polish officers were found dead 
after World War II.

There is no guarantee about the 


supply of what is an exhaustible 
resource, of course. What is' certain is 
that deregulation means massive price 
increases and the only differences 
between the President's program and 
the committee's proposal is in degree. 


A Library of Congress study 


requested by a congressional critic of 
deregulation was published last week 
and it claimed that lifting federal price 
controls as proposed by the House sub- 
committee could cost each American at 
least $300 more than President Carter's 
deregulation plan between now and the 
end of 1985. 


The library's report said both 


Carter's and the subcommittee's gas 
plans would result in higher consumer 
prices for natural gas, but the subcom- 
mittee plan would cost consumers from 
$77 billion to $156 billion more than 
Carter's in the years from now to 1985, 
which translates roughly to $300 to $700 
for each American. 


The key question, of course, is 


whether complete decontrol, as com- 
pared to the Carter plan, would also 
translate into a larger, more dependable 
supply of natural gas than the Carter 
plan.

Ib there a government alive today at 


the local level that has not lound this out 
in the area ot revenue sharing? One of 
the federal approaches we have not liked 
is to get a'local government started on a 
program and then to pull out. 


You may know ahead of time it is 


going to happen but that doesn't make it 
any better. The tact is that local 
governments continue to embark upon 
programs encouraged by free federal 
dollars, even knowing that it w ill be up to 


citizens to pick up the tab 


t jmetime in the tuture. 


We have never liked the approach 


and like it less every time it happens. 
Our sympathies in Chadron's situation 
run with the opponents of the sales tax. 


The tederal programs started under 


temporary revenue sharing funds are 
most often programs that would never 
have seen the light of day if they had to 
stand the test of an initial increase in the 
local mill levy. But once started, they 
are dillicult to discontinue, even though 
they finally demand an increase in local 
taxes. 


The objectionable feature in the 


xvhole thing is that the decision making 
process at the local level is diluted The 
federal aid waters down the financial im- 
pact of the program in question until it is 
too late 


.Not all such programs are bad, by 


any means, but they ought to be made to 
stand up in terms of their priority 
against other local needs. With revenue 
sharing they often get a priority rating 
iar belter lhan they are entitled to and 
more pressing local needs end up unmet. 


It is hoped that local governments 


become more cognizant of just what is in 
store for them when they go the federal 
revenue sharing route.

Farm update 


Washington - More lhan a year ago, we sent our roving 


reporter, Hal Bernton, to Florida to investigate the working 
conditions of the migrant stoop laborers. Posing as a young 
drifter, he was recruited out of a flophouse in Immokolee to 
work on the nearby corporate farm of A. Duda and Sons. 


He hunched over rows of tomatoes with the other 


workers, picking them for a penny a pound. The days were 
long, the sun hot, the fields infested with snakes. Pesticides 
on the tomato vines caused some workers to break out with 
painful rashes. 


The workers lived in battered trailers, which were sub- 


divided into tiny compartments. Bernton shared a cubicle, 
streaked with grime and stinking of urine, with another 
worker. They slept on filthy mattresses. The camp was 
located on a barren, dusty, wind-whipped stretch of sand. 


At the end of each week, the workers were paid barely 


enough to cover the cost of their overpriced meals and the 
wine they gulped down at the end of the day to dull their 
aches and pains. Some workers actually wound up owing 
their crewleader more than they had earned in the fields. 


Since we published these reports, much has happened. 


The labor camp has been replaced by a new, $500,000 facility 
with modern trailers on a grassy site. A day care center had 
been added for the workers' children. 


The Labor Department, confirming our account, found 


that the Duda camp mess halls were overcharging the im- 
poverished workers for their meals. The corporate farm 
may now be forced to refund the huge overcharges. 


The crewleader, who enforced his authority with a 


vicious dog, was fired. The Labor Department, is after him 
for alleged federal violations. 


Finally, a wave of discontent swept through the Im- 


mokolee area, and some of the migrant workers organized a 
strike against the big growers. But the strike was broken by 
a brutal frost, which destroyed the winter vegetable crop. 
With no work to strike against, the migrants were forced to 
go on the public dole.

Nebraska's 1977 traffic rose to 170 Sunday with the deaths of 


five persons, all from out of state, in two separate accidents. A 
year ago this date, 151 persons had died on Nebraska roads. 


Two young Illinois men died and a third was injured early 


Sunday in a one-car collision on Interstate 80 about 9>/4 miles 
west of Omaha. 


And two young men and a young woman from South Dakota 


were killed and another man injured early Sunday in a car-truck 
collision on Highway 81 in Cedar County, Neb., about 10 miles 
south of Yankton, S.D. 


The state patrol identified the victims of the one-car crash as 


William Monreal, 17, of Cicero, 111., the driver, and Larry Ver- 
wey, 18, of Tinley Park, 111, who was seated in the front. A 
back-seat passenger, Jerry Verwey, 16, also of Tinley Park, 
received chest and head injuries. 


The patrol said the driver apparently fell asleep at the wheel 


and the car went off the road striking a concrete culvert in Sar- 
py County. 


The State Patrol identified the victims of the car-truck crash 


as Peter Dunne, 28, of Sioux Falls, S.D.; Randy Larson, 24, of 
Sioux Falls; and Chryel Christensen, 17, of Yankton, S.D. 


The patrol said the three were passengers in an eastbound car 


that collided with a northbound semitrailer truck driven by 
John Nesbitt, 23. of Lamar, Colo. Nesbitt was reported in 
serious condition in a Yankton hospital with leg injuries. 
Drowning in canal 
follows car mishap 


Columbus (UPI) - Dave Macintosh, 19, St. Edward, a 


passenger in a car that plunged into a canal early Sunday eight 
miles north of Columbus, apparently drowned when he tried to 
swim to shore, the Platte County Sheriff's office said Sunday. 


Deputy Sheriff Steve Sunday said Macintosh and three com- 


panions were driving northbound on a county road when their 
car, traveling over a wooden bridge at a high speed, plunged 
into a canal. 


The driver of the car, Jeff Wallick, 18, Columbus, and two 


passengers swam to shore, but Macintosh never made it, Sun- 
day said. A lengthy search for Macintosh's body was un- 
successful, and was discontinued, he said. 


"We're presuming he is dead and waiting for his body to 


surface," Sunday said. 


Although the traffic accident contributed to the apparent 


drowning, Sunday said the death probably will be listed as an 
accidental drowning.

"The way he interpreted it. nobody could say 


'I'm not a racist' " the ambassador said 


Wachtmeister said he knows Young and

foreign policy He said Young "has established 
a profile for the United States" with the rest of 
the world. 


Wachtmeisler said the Swedish government 


"welcomes the new emphasis on human 
rights" from the United States voiced by 
Young and others. 


President Carter's policies are closer to 


Sweden's than former President Gerald Ford's 
were, he said, ''although this is not meant to be 
a criticism of the Kissinger foreign policy." 


He added that the United States position for

amusement dt the supermarket melon stand, they really are 
the tests lor d good melon 


One of the best \va\s to determine the ripeness and 


goodness of a muskmelon or cantaloupe, is to check whether it 
lias a characteristic odor So seeing a group of consumers snif- 
fing the melons may not be as strange as it may appear 


The stem end of a good muskmelon or cantaloupe will also 


be slightly M>lt, and a good, ripe cantaloupe usually is a 
vcllowisli color, while a muskmelon has a green tinge 


\\dtcrmelon should hdveadulland not a shiny appearance 


on the nnd A hollow or dull sound when you thump the mleon 
is a good sign ol npcnesb 


Also the ground spot on a watermelon should be checked 


and lor many but not all varieties a good sign of ripeness is 
when the ground spot becomes yellow 


For thobe who like to shake a melon before purchasing 


there may be some justification 


Even though this is not the recommended practice for 


checking the ripeness of a melon, it may be a good way to 
determine it II the melon seeds rattle or are loose, the flesh 
inMile ihe melon may be over-ripe and mealy 


And lor those of \ou who grow your own melons, the way to 


tell if a mushmelon is ripe is to check the skin to see if it is 
yellow jnd M the fruit is easily detached or "slipped" from the 
vine 


The Iruit are sweetest dt the "full slip ' stage of maturity 


which is seen when a circular crack develops completely 
around the point where the stem is attached to the fruit 


First melons mav ripen slowly but fruit should be picked 


daily during the peak of harvest The fruit then should be 
carefully placed in baskets or crates no more than two layers 
deep, and excessive or rough handling should be avoided. 


Watermelon at the proper stage for harvesting should be 


.sweet and juicy but not so mature that the flesh has become 
mealy, internally split and overripe 


Dmng ot the tendril next to the fruit and a dull sound 


when thumped are not infallible indicators for all varieties A 
good sign ol ripeness for many but again not all varieties is 
when the ground spot becomes yellow, according to the USDA. 


'to be sure ol optimum ripeness the experienced grower win 


closely observe and plug a few melons of each variety to 
assure that the proper ones are being picked.

Tree probably not a persimmon 


Editor's Note: This 


column of questions and 
answers about gardening is 
being prepared with the 
assistance of Brent 
Hoadley, Lancaster County 
agent-horticulturist. 
Questions are those sub- 
mitted by readers and those 
most frequently asked of 
Dr. Hoadley. 


Q. Help! There is a persim- 


mon tree on my front terrace 
and il sends out shoots all over 
the lawn I have been putting 
brush killer on them but they 
just make more new shoots. 
What can 1 do? L.L., Wilber, 
Nebraska. 


A. It is very unusual to have 


a persimmon tree in Nebraska 
and persimmon trees do not 
send out shoots like that. 
Please take a couple of clip- 
pings from these roots and 
Irom the parent plant and mail 


Cord«n line 


to Dr. Brent Hoadly, County 
Extension office, 5608 So. 48th, 
Lincoln, Neb., so he can iden- 
tify the plant and give you 
some advice. 


Q. 1 have a dwarf orange tree 


that has dropped all its leaves. 
The leaves were green when 
they dropped, and the fruit 
remained on the tree. What 
can I do to get the leaves to 
grow back' Pam Foster, Lin- 
coln 


A. That is a typical reaction 


of citrus trees grown in homes 
because most of us keep our 
houses too warm at night for 
these plants which preler 50-60 
degrees after the sun sets. Try 
to keep the soil evenly moist 
but not saturated, put it into 
bright room but not in direct 


sun then gradually move to a 
sunny location. If the tree does 
eventually develop leaves then 
begin to fertilize. 


Q. I have a green slimy 


material on the surface of the 
soil in some of my houseplants. 
What is it and what can I do7 


A. It is algae and the most 


important thing to do is control 
the amount of water you are 
using Soil which is slightly dry 
on the surface will discourage 
algae growth. 


Q. How do I sterilize soil for 


use in potting houseplants? 


A. Moisten the soil, put it in 


container in oven at 180 
degrees lor 45 minutes, then 
cool and air it out It's usually 
best to do this twice to kill the 
second growth oi bacteria that 
will occur 


Q. Can I use Dalapon on 


grasses between bricks on 
patio'' 


A. Yes, but make sure there 


are no closeby trees, shrubs, 
vines that might have roots 
growing under the patio 
because Dalapon will also kill 
those 


Q. I have been taking walks 


along the roadside at night and 
have noticed trees with red 
fruit. Would they be edible'' 


A. They may be choke 


cherries which would be edi^ 
ble, but make sure by taking a 
specimen into the extension of- 
fice for identification

Ban on Laetrile opposed

A 5H-23% majority of the American people 


oppose the ban on Laetrile by the Food and 
Drug Administration. They hold this view even 
though reputable medical authorities have 
repeatedly labeled the substance ineffective as 
a cure for cancer. Moreover, a decisive 68-13% 
majority would support their own state 
legislatures' legalizing the sale of Laetrile, as 
several states have already done. 


The key to the public's attitude on Laetrile 


can be found in the fact that nearly eight out of 
10 persons agree that "since we don't know 
how to cure cancer, if Laetrile is harmless, 
people ought to be able to buy it if they want to 
use it." All things considered, they seem to 
say. why not let cancer victims use the drug, 
even if it probably will neither cure them nor 
even help their condition? 


Reinforcing this permissive view are 


public doubts about the FDA and other govern- 
ment health agencies. These doubts were 
triggered by what the public feels was poor 
handling of the swine flu vaccine program and 
I he lack of a satisfactory explanation of the 
deaths ol American Legion members following 
thuir convention in Philadelphia last year. 
With regard to laetrile, a 75-7% majority 
agrees with the claim that "since some cancer 
patients say that Laetrile relieves their pain 
and makes them feel better, it is possible the

FDA is wrong in saying it is ineffective." ,. 


Despite the widespread support for 


legalizing Laetrile, people are aware of the pit- 
falls of having drugs on the market which 
might not be as effective as claimed. By 69- 
H',.. a majority feels that "one of the 
problems in coming up with a cure for cancer 
is that patients and the public can be so easily 
misled by promises of so-called miracle drugs 
that really don't work." In addition, by 47-35%, 
a plurality goes along with the argument that 
-if it is true that Laetrile is ineffective 'in 
treating cancer, then it is cruel to raise the 
hopes of cancer victims by allowing them to 
use the drug." 


However, after being exposed to all of life 


arguments for and against Laetrile, people'— 
by 5 to 1 — would like to see the drug legalized 
in their own states, even if the FDA continues 
its ban nationally. 


One significant finding in this Harris 


Survey of 1.625 adults nationwide is the fact 
that the more education people have, the more 
convinced they are that Laetrile should be per- 
mitted to be sold.

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Tougher insulation standards coming up for vote

In 1973 the Lincoln Electric System offered 


(he idea of toughening insulation standards to 
cut down on city energy waste. 


,. Since then, the idea has been shunted back 
and forlh between industry representatives, 
utilities officials, interested citizens and 
government officials. 


•- 
Finally they came up with a plan which has 


been drafted into official legal language and 
this Monday appears on the council agenda for 
the first time. 


Most homebuilders are currently meeting 


all the new standards, and most commercial 
builder or not, said Charles Seale, head of the 
city building inspections division, and Tom 
Arkfeld, chief operations engineer for LES. 


The one area is which homebuilders are 


not complying, according to Arkfeld, is that un- 
der the new ordinance basements would have 
to be insulated. Most builders are now leaving 
the concrete walls bare. 


Other requirements of the proposed stan- 


dards as applied to present construction 
methods for homes are: 


— Six inches of insulation in the ceilings. 


— Six inches in insulation in the walls. 
— Double-glazed windows or storm win- 


dows. 


— That the amount of window area 


(including glass doors) not exceed 159o of the 
floor area, unless the excess area is on the 
south and effective in utilizing solar heat in the 
winter without intensifying head in the 
summer. (An overhang often will accomplish 


this since the sun's position in the sky changes 
in the two seasons.) 


The same standards apply to commercial 


buildings. The ordinance calls for the new stan- 
dards go into effect Jan. 1,1978, for residences 
residences and Jan. I, 1979, for commercial 
buildings. 


The reason for the disparity, according to 


Scale, is that meeting the new standards is a 
much more complex task for the larger 
buildings. The extra time will be used to 
educate designers in seminars, Seale said. 


The groups involved in drafting the 


proposed standards Include LES officials, the 
Mayor's Energy Committee, a so-called 
Professional Energy Conservation Team made 
up of professionals in the insulation and con- 
struction business and the Code Study Com- 


mittee. 


Despite the widespread involvement, there 


appears to be one remaining area in which dis- 
putes have not been resolved. Concrete and 
masonry industry representative say the new 
ordinance does not give enough credit to the 
qualities of those building materials, which ab- 
sorb and release heat slowly. 


One ol the problems in the area, according 


to Seale. is a dearth of authoritative scientific 
information. 


The proposed new standares will have the 


same enforcement penalties as the rest of the 
building code. Violators may be punished by a 
fine of $300, 90 days in jail, or both. In addition 
city officials may close the building.

ment in 1974. came from behind to defeat 
Stan Smith, another former Wimbledon 
champion. 7-9. 6-2. 3-6. 6-3. 6-3 to reach the 
last eight of the men's singles The more the 
crowd cheered Smith and applauded Connors' 
errors, the belter the top seed and favorite 
played 


"It was war out there." said Connors, and

But while Connors was battling against 


Smith, the crowd, the All-England club and 
most of the British press another American 
was making history much more quietly on a

NBA's Kennedy 


Stamford 
, Conn (AP) — Walter Kennedy who 


presided over the National Basketball Association s 
growth into a major league in the 1960s, died at St 
Joseph's Hospital, his eldest son, David said Sunday 
night 


Kennedy, who was 64. died at 8 p m from cancer 
Kennedy called himself "a man for my time during 


h's 12 years as commissioner of the major pro basketball 
league 


"I'm retiring because of mv health and because I think 


this is a new era," Kennedy said in an interview about 
three months before he retired on June 1, 1975 


' The day of the strong commissioner is over The com 


mon draft and many other things basic to sports are being 
questioned and perhaps changed ' 


On Nov 29,1971, the NBA club owners moved to make 


Kennedy a strong commissioner 


They voted to give him the power to make unappealable 


decisions on situations not covered by league by-laws and 
the constitution and to fix a penalty for violation of rules 
that earned no specific penalties 


He also was given additional powers Abe Polhn. chair- 


man of the NBA's Advisory Committee said 


"We fully realize that in so doing we are conveying un- 


precedented authority to Walter Kennedy, but we have no 
hesitancy m doing so because of the excellent leadership 
he has provided dunng the past eight years " 


Kennedy was the 49-year-old mayor of Stamford, 


Conn., when he was chosen to replace 73-jear-old 
Mance Podoloff, who retired Sept 1, 1963 


"I do not anticipate any more difference with the nine 


men (the number of owners in 1963) than I had as mavor 
of a city of 100,000 people," Kennedy said on being named 
commissioner "Nobody ever looks for Utopia because 
you know you'll never find it " 


When Kennedy took office his two major objectives 


were to return the iSBA to national television and expand 
the league He accomplished both Today there are 22 
teams in the league, with many games televised locally 
and quite a few nationally 


Kennedy served as the publicity man for the league 


when it was known as the Basketball Association of 
America from 1946-49 and for two years after it became 
the NBA He also assigned game officals for two years 


Al various times, be was associated with the Harlem 


Globetrotters and Little League baseball and was a coach 
and official in high schools and prep schools m New 
England From 1943 to 1946 be was publicity director for 
Notre Dame, his alma mater

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Carew average 
tops .400 mark 


Bloomington, Minn. (AP) — Minnesota's Rod Carew 


could fell many baseball records this season and become 
the first player in 36 years to hit .400 along the way, but 
he's not going to let the pressure bother him. 


"I've been asked about .400 so many times, that I know 


what to say and how to handle it," said Carew after 
boosting his average to .403 Sunday with four hits in the 
Twins 19-12 victory over Chicago. 


"The time will come when the pitchers will start get- 


ting me out, but I'll have to take it in stride and keep 
battling," said Carew, who has hit .475 since June 1. 


"I have to give the pitchers credit when they get me 


out," continued the five-time American League batting 
champion. "It means they must be doing something 
right." 


Since June 1, Carew has 47 hits in 99 at bats during his 


ascent to the .400 stratosphere.

Andretti for victory in Sunday's $400,000 
Schaefer 500 


"I think Tom's kinda fallen into Mark 


Donohue's shoes, he knows how to set 
the car up," Penske said after his cars 
finished a dramatic 1-2 "I might not 
have said that 12 months ago. But I ad- 
mit I made a mistake." 


Sneva suggested the mid-race chassis 


changes which helped him move from a 
half-lap down to a full lap lead at point. 


"The car was pushing early in the 


race, and we over corrected by making 
front wing adjustments," Sneva 
recalled "We finally solved the condi- 
tion by coming up with the correct tire 
sizes. 


"We saved the best set of tires for the 


last tire change, and I knew I only had to 
turn up the boost (power) at the end to 
stay in front." 


Penske said the 1-2 finish was his 


greatest achievement in racing since 
Donohue won the 1972 Indianapolis 500 
for him. 


"A lot of people said when we lost 


Mark we were going downhill. We were 
snakebit," Penske said. "We put in a lot 
of long, hard hours and worked very 
hard It took a number of years, but here 
we are trying to win the national cham- 
pionship now. 


"Tom has come of age He's a very 


dedicated, clean cut, exemplary young 
man " 


Penske said he didn't root for one 


driver over another at the finish 
"Peo- 


ple ask you what you do when you run 1-2 
I don't know, it hasn't happened too 
many times before," he said "I wanted 
to play it a little conservative. I didn't 
want to have both cars run into the 
first." 


The race was a safe, clean one until 


Mike Mosley was involved in a serious 
accident with just 11 laps remaining 


Mosley plowed into the second turn 


wall only a few laps from the finish. He 
was rushed to the hospital semi- 
conscious, and in stable condition 


Mosley was taken to an Allentown, 


Pa., hospital to check for possible neck 
or back injuries, a hospital spokesman 
said 


Mosley was running in fifth place when 


his Lightning racer broke loose, 
slammed into the second-turn wall and 
bounced into the infield 


The crash gave Andretti, who was 


trailing Sneva by more than a lap, a 
chance to make a pit stop without losing 
any more ground He passed Sneva to 
regain the leader's lap just as another 
yellow flag came out. That allowed An- 
dretti to close up behind Sneva for a five- 
lap dash to the finish

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Unleaded fuel 
shortage grows

Washington — Although gas- 


oline supplies are nearing 
record levels, a potentially 
severe shortage of unleaded 
fuels loom for this summer, 
according to government and 
oil industry sources. 


Despite the indications of 


coming supply problems, 
energy officials in the Carter 
administration say they are 
almost certain to seek price 
decontrol next fall, after the 
heavy summer driving season. 


The expanded shortage is 


primarily a result of the 
growing number of new low- 
polluting cars, which require 
unleaded fuel. Meanwhile, the 
oil industry has not installed 
enough ot the special equip- 
ment needed to produce un- 
leaded gasoline 


Whether the shortage actual- 


ly occurs is believed to depend 
on 
two e n v i r o n m e n t a l 


q u e s t i o n s - whether the 
tightening lead standards are 
relaxed and whether a 
somewhat obscure chemical 
known as MMT is banned. 


The lead standards require 


oil refiners to assure that 
beginning Jan. 1, 1978, the 
average lead content of both 
leaded and unleaded gasoline 
is reduced to 0.8 gram per 
gallon. This would require 
even more unleaded gasoline, 
which would be blended to 
reduce the lead content of 
leaded gas to meet the new 
requirements. 


A number of refineries have 


applied for waivers from these 
requirements, but none have 
\et been approved. MMT 
(short for methylcyclopen- 
tadienyl hanganese tricar- 
bonyl i is used in place of lead 
to achieve a high octane level. 
Without MMT. and without 
lead, high octane can be 
achieved only but cutting 
production 


The automobile companies 


object to MMT. contending 
that it makes ineffective their 
catalytic converters, the new 
cars' primary pollution control 
device. The Senate recently 
passed a bill banning use of the 
chemical in gasoline. 


One administration expert 


estimated that demand for un- 
leaded gasoline would rise 
from 25' i> of the total this year 
to 36'' of gasoline use next 
year. Without MMT or lead 
waivers, he said, supply could 
fall short of demand by as 


much as 6 or 7%. The impact of 
such a shortfall is uncertain, 
but experts agree that it would 
mean significantly higher 
prices — and higher profits for 
refiners and dealers. 


One ramification of the shif- 


ting demand is that leaded 
prices should rise faster in the 
future than unleaded, a trend 
that has already begun. The 
differential between leaded 
and unleaded gasoline once 
only a penny, now averages 4 
cents, motorists have reported 
differentials as great as 11 
cents. 


The fear of a supply problem 


next summer came despite a 
report that the nation's gas- 
oline storage facilties are lull 
to overflowing. The American 
Petroleum Institute reported 
that gasoline stock stood at 
253.5 million barrels, compard 
to 221.9 million barrels at this 
time last year. 


In 1977, gasoline inventories 


were slightly below levels of a 
year before, but by early 
March, the output from the 
refineries had sent gasoline 
stocks soaring upwards. 


The mystery is why more of 


the gasoline has not been con- 
sumed Some analysts contend 
that all the talk of an energy 
crisis has finally produced a 
conservation ethic, but accor- 
ding to more scientific 
calculations, each automobile 
will travel further this year 
than last, by an estimated 
15',. 


A more likely reason for the 


slowdown is the advent of the 
fuel-ethcient cars. According 
to Environmental Protection 
Agency tests. 1977 models cars 
average 
6'<> better gasoline 


mileage than 1976 versions 


As this trend continues, 


some analysts believe total 
gasoline consumption will 
begin to drop, despite a con- 
tinuing increase in driving. 


Meanwhile, the oil industry's 


immediate worry is decontrol 
and the biggest unknown is 
price. After the unusual winter 
price increases, gasoline 
prices remained relatively flat 
through the spring and early 
summer, a time normally of 
increases. Whether they now 
will go up by as much as 5 
cents, as some are predicting, 
or remain stable because of 
the glut of supplies expected to 
be a major factor in the at- 
titude in Congress in the fall.

Record Book 


'Eectronic burglars' 
may get fine, sentence 


Washington (AP) — Sen. Abraham Ribicoff. D-Conn.. said 


Sunday that new federal legislation is needed to punish "elec- 
tronic burglars" who use computers to steal or manipulate in- 
formation or property. 


Kibicoff said he would introduce a bill Monday that would set 


penalties of 15 years in prison or a $50,000 fine or both for com- 
puter crime. 


The legislation is a response to a year-long investigation by 


Ribicoff's Senate Governmental Affairs Committee that 
showed the government is unable to secure its 10,000 computers 
against fraud, compromise or physical assault. 


The review also found weaknesses in government procedures 


for predicting the integrity of computer personnel. 


Federal law enforcement officials and prosecutors have 


asked that the criminal code be amended to strengthen their 
powers in such cases. Forty statutes can be used against com- 
puter criminals, but none specifically refers to computer 
crime. 


Ribicoff s proposal would add to the list of federal offenses 


the unauthorized use of federal computers and computers used 
in interstate commerce such as those of financial institutions. 


Computer crimes generally fall into four categories: in- 


troducing fraudulent records or data into a computer system: 
using a computer or related facilities without proper authoriza- 
tion, altering or destroying information or files: stealing 
money, financial instruments, property, services or data.

St. John's, Canada (AP) - Four trans- 


Atlantic sailors in the 36-foot leather 
boat Brendan, arrived in New- 
foundland's Musgrave Harbor Sunday 
under tow from a Canadian coast guard 
vessel. 


They accepted the tow for the last few 


miles after waiting most of the day for 
the wind to carry them ashore. 


A crowd of about 400 cheered as the 


square-rigged craft, which sailed from 
Iceland 46 days ago, tied up at at the har- 
bor about 300 miles north of St. John's, 
the capital of Newfoundland. 


Skipper Tim Severin and his three 


crewmen are attempting to prove that 


such a leather boat could have been used 
by the Irish monk St. Brendan to bring 
the first Europeans to North America in 
the sixth century. 


The Canadian coast guard ship John 


Cabot spotted the Brendan Thursday 
about 60 miles off Newfoundland's east 
coast. Coast guard officials said it could 
have taken the vessel a month to reach 
land because of unfavorable winds. 
Unlike a modern sailboat, the Brendan is 
unable to tack against the wind. 


Made from oxhides stretched over a 


frame of oak and ash, the Brendan 
sailed from western Ireland last year 


and remained in Iceland for the winter. 
It departed Iceland May 11. 


An account written by St. Brendan told _ 


ot a voyage that lasted seven seasons and ~ 
took him and his crew to a region of- 
icebergs and strange lands. 


Besides Severin, the modern Bren- 


dan's crew included George Maloney, 
like Severin a Briton, Arthur Magan of 
Ireland and Trondo Patersson, an artist 
from Denmark's Faero Islands. 


The four were to spend the night in 


Gander, about 70 miles southwest of 
Musgrave Harbor. Their future plans 
were not immediately known. 


Independence won 
by African nation 


Djibouti (AP) — The tiny Republic of Djibouti became 


Africa's 49th independent state at 12:01 a.m. Monday, ending 
115 years of French colonial rule. 
But it faces a perilous future because of claims on its territory 


by two Marxist-ruled neighbors, Somalia and Ethiopia. 


At midnight, Hassan Gouled, Djibouti's first president, raised 


the republic's green, blue and red flag over the mansion where 
Frencli governors had ruled the country's 300.000 people. 


French warships fired a 21-gun salute and blew their sirens to 


herald the birth of the new nation. At sunset Sunday, the French 
tricolor had been lowered for the last time. 


Fireworks burst over the capital and groups of celebrants 


chanted "Long Live Independence!" but the over-all atmosphere 
was quiet and restrained. 


In a speech to the National Assembly when he took the oath of 


office. Gouled called on his countrymen to work for national uni- 
ty. Djibouti is populated by Affars and Issas, tribal cousins 
whose relations have sometimes been strained. 


"At last our people are free and upright," Gouled declared, 


speaking in French. "We are a nation of shepherds and we are 
proud of it. Let us return to our roots. Independence is only a 
step, we must now work and build and share together." 


The leaders of Somalia and Ethiopia had been invited to the in- 


dependence ceremonies but they did not come. 


French President Valery Giscard d'Estaing, in a message 


from Paris, wished the republic "good luck" and said France 
would remain a faithful friend to its former colony. 


Djibouti has no army of its own, less than one square mile of 


arable land and no natural resources except sand, salt and 20,000 
camels 


But the country, once known as French Somaliiand and later 


the Territory of Afars and Issas, is located strategically at the 
Bab el Mandeb Strait, a 12-mile passage connecting the Suez 
Canal and Red Sea with the Gulf of Aden and the Indian Ocean. 


Subsurface housing 
amendment offered 


Washington (UPI) — One solution to energy shortages is 


to move housing underground, says Rep. Bruce Vento, D- 
Minn., who is now shepherding "the Vento cave amendment" 
through Congress. 


Vento persuaded the House Banking Committee last week 


to add his amendment to legislation encouraging people to im- 
prove the energy efficiency of homes. 


The "Vento cave amendment" would require the Depart- 


ment of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) to study the 
feasibility of underground housing. 


In some places, Vento said, building codes would have to 


be changed. In others, he said, home loans are hard to get for 
that sort of innovative housing. 


The idea would be that "we are willing to cut red tape and 


get rid of outdated rules and procedures about housing to 
achieve our national energy conservation goals," Vento said. 


He noted that pioneers built houses out of sod and the In- 


dians built homes into hills and riverbanks. 


"Those were among the most weatherized and energy- 


efficient houses in history," Vento said. 


And so he wants HUD to look into innovative architecture 


to see if some new homes couldn't be built partially or fully 
underground in a way that could cut heating and air- 
conditioning bills. 


"They could be cooler on hot days than existing homes and 


warmer on cold days," he said.

4-H offers projects 
for city youths too

City slickers need 4-H too. 
That's the attitude of the 


Lancaster County 4-H Club of- 
fice, which is beginning a new 
sweep of Lincoln schools to dig 
up urbanite members. 


"It's been subtle, but 4-H is 


becoming more attractive to 
urban youth," said Don Miller, 
the Lancaster County 4-H 
extension agent. 


So the stereotype of the 4-H 


youth showing a steer or a hog 
at the county fair has to make 
room for another portion of 
society's children. 


"The image has changed," 


Miller said. "Instead of cattle 
programs, they're raising 
dogs, cats, pigeons. . ." 


Other programs added most 


recently include antiquing, 
heritage arts, dog training, 
rocketry and patio gardening. 


"There are a lot of things 


you can't show at a fair," 
Miller said. "They're personal 
growth programs. There's 
nothing to show." 


Part ol the change has been 


in recruitment for the past 
four to live years in Lincoln 
schools and even outreach ac- 
tivities to local community 
centers. 


"We've been hanging fliers 


in the schools," Miller said. 
"But now we're even designing 
programs to be taught there.'" 


One ol the programs was an 


embryology course for which 
the 4-H supplied incubators 
and several" fertile eggs to 


some school classes. The eggs 
would be opened from time to 
time by the teachers to show 
the embryo's development. 


The program began as an 


experiment, but grew as the 
word got around to Lincoln 
acadcmia. 


"It (eels good when teachers 


call and say they'd like to be 
involved in the program," 
Miller said. 


"The 4-H office was better 


equipped to handle the 
program because it had access 
to the proper equipment and 
even the eggs, things that the 
schools couldn't get," Miller 
said. 


The office also is beginning 


outreach work with the Malone 
Community Center, designing 
programs that could be used 
whether a 4-H Club is in- 
troduced or not. 


"We trained eight JET (Job 


Education and Training) 
youths in environmental 
awareness education," Miller 
said. "They can take that 
knowledged back to their com- 
munity and possibly teach 
others." 


There are a couple of good 


reason why the 4-H system has 
come in out of the fields, said 
Dr. William E. Caldwell, assis- 
tant state 4-H director. 


One is that the state's 4-H 


clubs had done such a thorough 
job ol getting to rural youths, 
they had reached a saturation 
point. 


"We have some counties in 


Nebraska with 4-H reaching 


60% to 70% of the eligible (8'/z 
to 18-year-old) youths," 
Caldwell said. 


Less than 10% of Lancaster 


County's youth is in a 4-H 
program. But even at that, the 
county's 2,566 4-Hers are se- 
cond in numbers only to 
Douglas County's 8,730 
members. 


The six-year enrollment 


change in Lincoln shows the 
trend. 


In 1970, the county had a 1,- 


745 4-H membership with 53 in 
Lincoln. This year's enroll- 
ment is 70% in Lincoln. There 
are 206 clubs in the county with 
136 in the city. 


There has been a 16% drop in 


rural enrollment but that's 
because the number of eligible 
youths have decreased for 4-H. 


The second reason is that 


Congress gave the state $90,000 
and a challenge to expand its 4- 
H program into urban areas. 


"But when you're dealing 


with so many counties, $90,000 
doesn't go very far," Caldwell 
said. "Half of that went for 
printed materials. 


"What makes the difference 


is the commitment of our staff 
to serve the people," Caldwell 
said. 


"Our job is to meet the needs 


of youth," Miller explained 
about the added thrust. 


One of the ways the 4-H is 


getting to the city is by 
offering more flexible 
programs, Miller said. The 
older, heavier agricultural 
projects, like raising a farm

animal, could shut out city 
youths unless the parents had 
access to rural land. 


Now, 
the 4-H clubs are 


offering training programs 
such as small engine repair, 
bicycling, woodworking, 
rocketry and kite flying. 


"The woman who teaches 


small engine classes took a 
course at Southeast Communi- 
ty College just so she coulddo 
it," Miller said. 


And if anyone sees a project 


that would be benefic to 4-H 
members or prospects, Miller 
said he feels the office can han- 
dle it. 


"They can be added to meet 


the needs of people," he said. 


"We're flexible enough that 
when someone expresses a 
need we can adapt." 


Federal agency's sediment-removal system may help clean rivers 


The Agricultural Research 


Service (ARS), a federal agen- 
cy, has developed a method of 
removing sediment from 
irrigation water before its 
returned to streams. 


The same method could 


probably be used to clean up a 
river like our own Big Muddy, 
which is so dirty that it is 
literally against the law to put 
any water you take out back 
into the river because it is too 
dirty to meet Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 


regulations. 


What the ARS people do is 


create a pond or settling basin 
in which the flow of the water 
is slowed so the silt drops out 
before it is returned to the 
river. 


After the irrigation season is

over, they allow the pond to 
dry up. The recovered silt is 
high quality topsoil that can be 
used to fill holes, eroded areas 
or could be sold to home 
owners for improving their 
lawns or gardens. 


A purist might even try 


spreading it back on the land. 


It is usually low in nitrogen but 
has all the rest of the vital food 
producing topsoil ingredients. 
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Sulfur is a cheap chemical 


treat seed for disease 
problems. It just may be the 
best answer to control 
powdery mildew on sugar 
beets. The fungus is a real 
yield cutter. 


The fungus is killed in winter 


when it gets cold but it shows 
up every year anyway, ap- 
parently brought in by wester- 
ly winds. 


Ten pounds of sulfur in 10 


gallons of water to an acre 
does the job of killing the 
fungus without killing anything 
else. Also, plants are known to 
use quite a bit of sulfur from 
the soil, so you have a plus 


there.

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Farmers who dump dead 


animals or poultry into a 
ravine or just haul them out to 
the back pasture create a lot of 
problems for themselves and 
other farmers. They pollute 
streams and spread disease 
and turn peaceful coyotes into 
livestock killers. 


Even a coyote with a low IQ 


can figure out if a dead pig, 
lamb or chicken tastes good, a 
live one is likely to taste 
better. 


Recent research at the 


University of Nebraska 
Department of Poultry and 
Wildlife Science indicates that 


half of the coyotes are 
livestock killers. The good 
news is that the other half of 
the covotes are not killers. 


If every farmer buried dead 


livestock, there would be 
fewer bad coyotes, and 
probably fewer disease 
problems as well. 


Coyotes, dogs, cats and other 


carrion eaters can spread the 
disease the animal died oi with 
apalling ease. Bury them deep. 


If you do have killer coyotes 


and need help getting rid of 
them, there is a program in 
Nebraska jointly funded by the 
State 
D e p a r t m e n t 
of 


Agriculture and the Federal 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 


You can contact Robert 


Kelley, damage control officer 
for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service at the Federal 


Building in Lincoln for more 
assistance. Kelley can dis- 
patch a professional hunter to 
your place to pick off the bad 
coyote without executing the 
species lor the crimes of a few. 
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Folks who want to put 


restrictions on who can own 
land or on what a landowner 
may do with his or her land 
should know that their ideas of 
land ownership limitations 
aren't new. 


In colonial America there 


were three terms left over 
from the ancient British feudal 
system that affected what a 
land owner could do with the 
land. 


Quitrents: The crown had to 


be paid a quitrent fee each 
year. It amounted to a tax that 


had to be paid even if you 
owned the land. Sometimes it 
went to the company or high 
ranking nobleman who got the 
land right from the crown. 


Primogeniture: This was a 


good deal lor the oldest son but 
a bad deal for the rest ot the 
kids. The eldest son was the 
sole heir of the estate and the 
rest ol the kids were on their 
own. 


Entail: This was a require- 


ment instituted by the original 
landowner that forbade his 
descendants from selling the 
land. It did have the advantage 
of keeping the farm intact, but 
it prevented the landowner 
from selling off a parcel for a 
good profit. 


Grain inspecting costly, 'unbiased' 


New Orleans (DPI) — A nationwide 


scandal involving grain exports prompted 
a federal takeover of grain inspections at 
some elevators around the country, but 
opinions are mixed on whether the change 
is an improvement. 


Some say grain corruption will never be 


wiped out. 


Gram industry officials call the switch 


from private inspection services an 
"overreaetion," a "regulatory and fiscal 
nightmare," and "a bureaucratic rip-off" 
which adds up to 10 cents in unnecessary 
costs to each bushel of grain. 


The prosecutor who helped uncover the 


fraud, which brought more than $1 million 
in fines from major grain exporting firms, 
said the new system has to be an improve- 
ment because the old system had so much 
potential for abuse. 


And the supervisor of the Federal Grain 


Inspection Service in New Orleans con- 
ceded no system ever will be perfect, but 
he said federal inspections eliminate 
shortcuts which were common when in- 
spectors from the private agencies did the 
grading and weighing. 


••We have closer supervision, tighter 


regulations and we have a rotation system 
that one man isn't working at one elevator 
all of his life." Federal Inspection Chief 
Marian Ryan said in a recent interview. 


"The biggest thing of all is that a man is 


not depending on any particular elevator 
for his job. He's depending on the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. So ... you 
have a more unbiased system." 


Ryan supervises 175 inspectors from 


Norco, La. to the mouth of the Mississippi 
River, where each week tons of American 
wheat, nee. soybeans and other grains run 
through conveyor belts into elevators and 
onto freighters for shipment overseas. 


The Federal Grain Inspection Service 


began checking weights and quality on 
Jan 
I this year at Dcslrehan. La.. 


replacing inspectors from the Destrehan 
Board ol Trade. Later, they took over at 
New Orleans. Beaumont. Tex., Toledo, 
Ohio, Sagraaw. Midi, and several other 
ports. 


By July. 197& federal inspectors will be 


on duty at 14 ports in Louisiana. Michigan. 
Illinois. Texas. Wisconsin, New York, 
Maryland. Pennsylvania and Ohio. 


The takeover was prompted by bnbery 


and cheating on exports jnsipccted by the 
private agencies. 


"My biggest complaint about the whole 


thing is it was handled in Congress by a 
complete overreartion by a few con- 


gressmen," said John Williamson, head of 
the only private inspection agency 
remaining in operation in Louisiana. 


"Just because you take a badge and pin 


it on a man. it's not going to make him any 
more honest," he said, "And as they take 
over these places, they're hiring the same 
people who worked before. 


"Given more authority and more super- 


vision. I think the expertise of the private 
inspection agencies cannot be matched by 
a federal bureaucracy," Williamson said. 


Williamson's company may be forced 


out of business by the federal takeover. 


Williamson, who once supervised grain 


inspectors for the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, said foreign buyers complained 
very little about the quality of grain even 
after the scandals broke two years ago. 


The cost of the federal program is as 


much as 10 cents per bushel higher than 
private inspections, he said. "These costs 
are eventually going to have to be passed 
on to someone, probably the farmers and 
the consumer." Williamson said. 


He also said the federal government has 


had major problems hiring inspectors. 
The same employes who worked for the 
private agencies are usually offered the 
jobs, but at lower salaries. 


Ryan conceded there have been 


problems, but said any new program has 
problems and they are being resolved. 


Ryan said federal inspectors weigh 


100', of each shipment, rather than 25",, 
weighed by the private inspectors. He also 
said they are more impartial than the 
private inspectors, who had a vested in- 
terest in seeing grain shipments continue. 


"If the elevator didn't work, they didn't 


have a job. II was passible that the 
elevator could say to him, "Well, if we 
don't make money you're going to be oat 
of a job.' It was that kind of atmosphere 
which prevailed and which will be 
eliminated." 
, 


Cornelius Heusel, an assistant U S. at- 


torney, helped direct the investigation 
which led to 75 indictments and 72 convic- 
tions in Louisiana and another seven in- 
dictments at Texas ports. He said federal 
inspections already have improved the 
situation. 


"The problem we found was not the per- 


sons but the position the persons were pot 
in." Heusel said. 


"If the elevator blew np or got shut 


down, the inspection agency didn't get 
paid If the elevator worked for 24 hours a 
day at full capacity, the inspection agency 
made a lot of money. It didn't lake a 


genius to figure out that the grain should 
keep moving," he said. 


Williamson's South Louisiana Grain Ser- 


vices operation was to be taken over Aug. 
27 but it has been delayed until April 23, 
1978. Williamson said the federal agency 
was having trouble hiring enough per- 
sonnel. 


Williamson said some federal inspec- 


tions which are not required by law are 
being eliminated completely. 


"They're now providing unofficial in- 


spections in Houston and Chicago and 
several interior points," he said. "That 
way the federal government would have 
no control over it whatsoever. It would be 
a step backwards." 


Stewart Wallace, manager of the grain 


department at the New Orleans Board of 
Trade, denied Ryan's allegations that 
private agencies used "shortcuts" 
because they expected too much work 
from their employes. 


"I think the job that the New Orleans 


Board of Trade did was excellent." he 
said. "I don't say the federal government 
will do a worse job. but I think we did an 
excellent job." 


Wallace said he understood all board of 


trade gram employes were offered jobs 
with the federal government when his 
operation was taken over May 7. 


After the scandal broke, many of the 


largest grain exporters in the country 
pleaded no contest to federal charges of 
short-weighing grain and falsifying 
records to cover the cheating. 


In addition to the fines, the companies 


were ordered to institute "affirmative ac- 
tion" programs to insure proper inspec- 
tion and weighing, which included such 
measures as sealed scales and better 
record keeping. 


Williamson said those steps alone would 


have been enough to eliminate 
irregularities. He said grain companies 
complain privately about the new system 
but are afraid to speak publicly for fear of 
retributions. 


Ryan said there probably will be little 


difference in the long ran between the 
federal and private inspections, and cor- 
ruption may never be eliminated. 


"People are people and it doesn't seem 


to matter who they are or how much 
money they make. They can be corrupted 
if they are so inclined," be said. 


"The opportunity is there. We think that 


we have most of the holes plugged, but you 
can't nave a policeman on every street 
comer and that's what it amounts to." 


Plant science addition budding at UNL East Campus. 
August completion set for 
greenhouse, plant complex 


The new headhouse-greenhouse and the 


Plant Science Complex addition to Keim Hall 
on the University of Nebraska-Lincoln East 
Campus are expected to be completed by 
Aug. 1. 1977. and May 1. 1978. respectively, 
according to Howard Strong. UNL Physical 
Plant planning architect. 


Strong says he is pleased with the 


progress of the Keun Hall addition, which is 
running about a year ahead of schedule. The 
four level structure will include labs, 
classrooms and offices. It will bouse some 
components of the agronomy department, 
now crowded into Keim Hall, as well as the 


plant 
pathology and horticulture 


departments, now located in the Plant In- 
dustry Building. 


The headhouse-greenhouse will have 22 


units. Utilities and dirt planning facilties will 
be hnused in the headhouse. with plants being 
grown in the greenhouse. Equipment will be 
moved gradually into the research facility 
alter it is ready this fall. 


According to Dr. M G, Boosalis. chair- 


man of the plant pathology department, the 
bcadhcmse-fireenhousc is larger than existing 
greenhouses at UNL. It will have working 
labs and growth chambers. 


New ag systems to be featured 


At least four planters with new types of 


metering systems wiH be demonstrated at 
the 26th annual Tractor Power and Safety 
Day July 28 at the University of Nebraska- 
Linwrln Field Laboratory near Mead. 


According to Or. Howard Wittmuss, Un- 


L associate professor of agricultural 
engineering, till and no-till planters use air or 
mechanical metering devices compared to 
plate type planters They have the advantage 
of sowing a large variety of seed sizes 
without changing the metering system, Witt- 
muss said He added that another advantage 
is that operators can have a wide range ol 
speed without changing planting rate. 


"Operators may doable their planting 


capacity by increasing field planting speed 
without affecting stand appreciably," be 


He cited better depth control of the 


planted jveed and ability to plant in untiiled 
soil with good depth control as two 
nrodilir-alions in the new planters. 


"They also use max •emerge planters 


with depth bands that control the seeding 
depth. All ol these modifications make plan- 
ting operation more positive with a higher 
seedling emergence potential," Wittmuss 
said. 


A hydraulir dnvc on the seed plate for 


more uniform seeding rate has been added to 
the nil-planter, be said. 


A grain drill designed to plant m and 


through crop residue also will be displayed. 
He added that the drill could be used to plant 
milo or soybeans in narrow rows.
